A Brewer’s Outrage. 

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

Justice Brewer, a recent appointment 
of President Harrison to tbe United 
States Supreme Court, owes his elevation 
to Senator Vest, the leading liquor attor- 
ney of the country. He very soon ex- 
hibits a stupendous amount of impu- 
dence that justifies the severest criticism. 

While a judge iu Kansas he rendered 
two decisions that nullified prohibition 
iu that state by declaring that liquor 
manufacturers should be compensated, 
aud that the legislature could not say 
what a man should eat or drink. But 
these foolish decisious were soon re- 
versed by the almost unanimous decision 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
only one judge, his uucle, Judge Field, : 
disseutiug. By President Harrison's 
foolishness and servility to the rum aud | 
beer barons this Judge Brewer now sits 
on the same bench with those judges 
whd visited upon him so deserved a re- 
buke. 

The ouce unknown Justice Brewer is 
now a big man and is invited to deliver 
the oration to the Yale College gradu- 
ates. His subject was “Protection of 
Private Property from Public Attack." 
In that address he endeavors to poison 
the miuds of those vouug men just en- 
tering the world of politics with the 
same pernicious fallacy he gave the peo- 
ple of Kausas. lie insults his associates 
ou the supreme bench Dy calling them 
“tiruid judges escaping tbe obligation of 
denouncing wrong in a case iu which 1 
some supposed general and public good 
is the object of legislation. He goes 
on with that sort of drivel, slapping the 
United States Supreme Court iu the face 
aud virtually declares that its solemn 
and honest dicta are unworthy of uotice, 
“being the refuge of timid judges.” 

Justice Brewer iusults the vast 
majority of bis own ttate, Kansas, who 1 
have proclaimed "that liquor is a nuis- 
ance and we shall prohibit it.” Aud yet 
within a few weeks iu a religious meet- 
ing, here iu Newton, this same Judge 
Brewer was commended for attending 
Sunday school ou his first Sabbath iu I 
Washington, as if that made a man tit 
for a position for which he evidently is 
totally unfitted.

The Administrative Bill. 

Leamington, Eng., July 20, 1891. 
To the Editor of tbe Graphic: 

You again place me under additional 
obligation through your courteous ex- 
planation of my poiltion upon tbe Mc- 
Kinley administrative tariff bill. Owing 
to its well meant zeal in the work of 
checking frauds in the importation of 
foreign merchandise, chiefly at the ^ort 
of New York and largely by aliens, the 
51st Congress permitted itself to be mil- 
led by the counsels of narrsw partizans, 
with tbe result of enacting a measure, 
which though in the main excellent, yet 
has in it features of a character so re- 
strictive as to be both inequitable and 
difficult of enforcement. Many of tiro 
best authorities on tariff administration 
see the need of changes in the act of last 
session, notably Col. Tichenor, president 
of the board of general appraisers, one 
of the best informed men in the country 
on such matters. The Boston Executive 
Business Association has instructed its 
committee on customs to investigate and 
report upon the working of the adminis- 
trative bill, and if such inquiry should 
suggest the advisability of changes in 
the provisions of the act, it is to be 
hoped in the interest of fair legislation 
and of efficient administration that tbe 
52nd Congress will develop a wider grasp 
of the requirements of the case than was 
shown by the last Congress in regard to 
this non-partizan question of tariff ad- 
ministration.

on I.1FB IN TDK NATURAL It (STORY CAMP 
AT WORCESTER. 


[By a 13 Year-Old NlWton Boy.] 

In the summor of 1880, 1 heard through 
my playmates of a military camp for 
boys in Worcester, Mass. A fow of my 
mates went up there during that summer. 
1 wanted to go, too, hut my father 
thought it host for mo to wait another 
year. 1 talked of it all through the 
winter, and tried to get other follows to 
go too. I said l did not want to bo the 
only now follow up thoro from Nowton- 
villo, but none of them would go because 
they were bound somewhere else, or 
something of that sort. 

As the time drew near for the camp to 
open, which was the first of July, my 
father asked mo which I would rather 
do, go up to camp or have a bicycle. I 
thought I would rather have a bicycle so 
that came near being the end of my go- 
ing to camp. * 

A good many boys went up to camp 
and stayed through July and then they 
began to conic home. When they got 
homo I asked a good many questions 
about.it and began to feel sorry that I 
bad not gone up there. My father got 
interested, too, I guess, for lie asked me 
if I would not like to sell my bicycle to 
my brother aud go up there for a couple 
of weeks to see bow I liked it, and if I 
did, perhaps I might go up next year. I 
was doligliied with the scheme aud as 
my mother did not object I began to get 
ready to go. 

So, on the 19th day of August, 1890, 1 
said goodby to my mother aud sister aud 
with my father aud brother took the 
train for Worcester. When we arrived 
in the big station there, we took the 
little dummy train for Quinsigamond 
Lake. I never have seou such roller 
coasting as 1 did on that train in open 
cars which shoot for a mile or moie ou a 
downgrade toward the lake. We took 
a little steamboat at the lake aud steam- 
ed across to a landing, where an orderly 
took us in charge, and after following 
the path a little way up the hill, we sud- 
denly came out on a row of tents aud a 
couple of buildings. Wo were taken to 
the further building which was the head- 
quarters of Colonel Burbank and 
Adjutant Blue aud Quarter-Master Ewell. 
There the first orderly left us and Adjt. 
Blue arose aud asked us if we would like 
to see the Colonel. My father said “yes.” 
lie called an orderly aud asked him to go 
for the Colonel. The orderly started ou 
the run, and soon came back and re- 
ported that the Colonel would be back in 
a minute. I and my brother then went 
out to look around aud see if we could 
see any ono we knew. The boys were 
scattered about on the grounds playing 
at tenuis, base-ball ana such sports. 
Some were dressed in uniforms and some 
were not. I soon came across a fellow 
from Newtonville that 1 knew, I said 
“Ilalloo, Brown,” and begau to ask him 
questions about the rules aud regulations 
of the place. Soon an orderly-sargeant 
came up and said “Halloo Taylor, I 
looked around and saw another fellow 
from Newtonville, named Carter. These 
two boys I learned were in t he same tent 
with another fellow, named Whiting. I 
therefore wanted to tent with them. As 
the number in a teut is four, there was 
room for me and they agreed to it. 1 
saw that the Colonel had met my father, 
and I thought that I had better join 
them. I asked Sergt. Carter if he would 
go with me. As we went iuto head- 
quarters I noticed that (.’al ter took his 
cap off aud put it under his arm, so I 
took my bat off too, hut I didn’t put it 
under my arm. The Colonel began as 
soon as I came in, to ask me questions. 
I answered them and then he asked me 
what tent I would like to be in. I said 1 
would like to be with Carter and Brown. 
Ho therefore wrote it down in his book 
and after that he asked me how old I 
was. I told him I was thirteen years 
old, aud then he said “you will be in Co. 
C.” Co. A. was made up of the largest 
boys, Co. C. was the second largest Co. 
in camp, and Co. B. the smallest, made 
up of boys ten and eleven years old. 1 
thought it rather funny that Co. C. 
should bo larger than Co. B. but it was 
arranged that way so that at dress 
parade, when the companies should be 
drawn up into line, the smdlest Co. 
should bo between the two larger coni- 
panies. The ages oi the boyeatoamp 
were from ten to eighteen years, and 
they were put in companies according to 
their sizes. When the Colonel had 
finished with me, we weut iuto the 
quarter- master’s room where I got the 
letters “X. II. C.” which stand for 
Natural History Camp. It is so called 
because the camp is an enterprise started 
by tbo N itural History Society of Wor- 
cester. It is not a money making scheme 
but an attempt to give boys a healthy, 
proper vacation life. The camp is 
situated in the woods on the shores of a 
lake, the ground is high and the place is 
a healthy, clean spot, ami an elegant 
place foi the study of birds, animals aud 
insects. 

There are professors who come to 
teach the boys and give them lectures ou 
electrics, taxidermy aud the like. 

There is a large work-shop and a 
laboratory in the work -shop. The boys 
build boats aud all sorts of tilings. They 
have dark rooms for those interested iu 
photography, where a number of boys 
may develop their negatives at the same 
time. 

I will tell you something about the 
officers, as the boys are brought iu con- 
tact with them every day. The Colonel, 
the Adjutant and the Quarter-Master 
were all Amherst men and so were some 
of the instructors. The Colonel had also 
spent two or three years at West Point 
and at the camp-fires which came oil 
every week tiie instructors would tell us 
stories about their college days, and how 
they acted and what they did ut West 
Point, which was very interesting. We 
will now go buck to the quarter-master’s 
room whore 1 got my uniform. After 1 
got rigged out, I went to my teut to rust, 
and got iuto my uuiform. At twelve 
o'clock mess-cali souuded on the drums 
and the boys fell promptly into liue aud 
marched away to dinner. When we were 
through we hud to wait for the rest, then 
we were marched back. On the way, the 
boys thought that they would show me 
how funny they could be, and one of 
then: was sentenced to one hour guard 
duly in his teut iu cousequouce. 

My father said that it was time for 
him and uiy brother to go home. 1 accom- 
panied them to the depot aud tbcu came 
Lack aud weut iuto my teut to get ready 
for tlm dress parade, when an orderly 
appealed ut my teut and said that the 
Colonel would like to see me. I went to 
lieudq uarters and put my hut under my 
left arm as 1 had seen Curler do before, 
and saluted him; he guve mo a few in 


st motions and excused me. As l was j 
going across the parade grounds the 
mess-call sounded on the drums and we 
fell into line for supper, and as it began 
to rain, we were marched across the 
grounds on the double quick. After sup- 
per it was raining so hard that dress 
parade Aid .not sound. About 7.30 p. m., 
we went over to the pavilion to a lecture 
which lasted about an hour. Wo then 
went hack to our tents aud read or wrote 
letters home, and some of tho younger 
boys began to get ready for bed. 1 be- 
an to feel a little liome-sick. with tho 
rizzling rain outside, whilo inside, 
Carter and Brown were writing home, 
and Whiting was reading a book. I 
concluded that l would go and ask the 
Colonel more questions so that 1 would 
know the different calls. He gavo mo a 
circular and poiuted out a page that 
would toll them, It read something like 
this: a. m., 0.00 reveille. 0.15 reveille roll- 
call, 0.20 fatigue call, 0.45 mess-call, 7.30 
inspection, 7.50 company drill, 8,30 gym- 
nastics, 8.45 swimming (voluntary); i\M., 
12.30 mess-call, 4.15 swimming (vol.). 0.00 
mess-call, sunset dress parade and re- 
treat, 0.15 tattoo, 9.39 taps. 

I found that it helped me a good deal. 

I then went to my tent and took up my 
Youth’s Companion to read. I read 
about four lines when tattoo sounded for 
the boys began to go to bed. Brownie 
thought he would have a bit of fun, so 
he said “there’s the long roll.” The 
Colonel had told me that when I heard 
long roll I must fall into line ou the 
parade ground. Brown said “hurry up, 
Taylor, Whiting and I will be with you 
in a jaffy.” I went out on the parade 
ground and met everybody coming in. 
Carter took me by the arm and said 
“tattoo means to go to bed,” so wheu I 
got in they laughed at me pretty hard. 
Soon taps' souuded on the bugle; it is 
about the prettiest music I have ever 
listened to, the notes of a bugle floating 
to your ears ou the cold frosty air just 
as you are dropping to sleep. 

And then conies the fun! You are too 
sleepy and comfortable to get up and put 
the light out ; you begin to blow at it and 
make a wind by flapping your pillow at 
it, and when you hear the officer of the 
guard coming* arouud to see if all is right 
the fellow next to you snatches your 
pillow and flings it at the candle, and 
when the guard looks iu they are all fast 
asleep and snoring, but wake up ngaiu to 
laugh as the unlucky fellow whose pillow 
was thrown has to get up and get it, and 
when he lies down and something pricks 
him, or there are some cold stones under 
him he feels very much inclined to have 
a fight with somebody, but at last he 
falls asleep and it seems that he has only 
just closed his eyes to some sweet dream 
of home, when there is a loud “boom- 
boom” and the drum corps strike up 
reveille as they march through the camp 
streets. Then the tired cadet has to get 
up and get ready for reveille roll-call, 
which beats in ten or fifteen minutes. 
We used to lie abed sometimes till 
reveille roll-call began to sound on the 
drums and theu get into our clothes and 
out of our tents and into liue iu less 
time than it takes to tell it; theu we 
would go back to our tents aud get 
ourselves iu order for inspection which 
came right after breakfast.

FAMINE OF THE FUTURE. 


roAsIhitltlcft of the Extinction of the 
Itnninn Race by Starvation. 

Mr. Ravenstein, a member of th| 
British associatim for the mlvancemes 
of science, has been computing tho 
probable increase of the human race on 
the earth. He arrives at the startling 
conclusion that in 183 years the density 
of population upon the globe will lie such 
that the means of subsistence will lie in- 
adequate to its support. He estimates 
the population of the world of the pres- 
ent year at 1,408,000.000. Ho finds that 
the average increase every ten years is 
about 8 per cent. 

The section of the country still open to 
colonization comprises parts of Africa. 
North and South America, Australia, 
some outlying islands, the steppes ami 
deserts. The total area of all the habit- 
able lands in the world is over 46,000,000 
of square miles. Of this area the fertile 
or comparatively fertile lands are over 

28.000. 000 of square miles, the baro grass 
lands or steppes 14,000,000, and the bare 
deserts 4,000,180 square miles. 

To tho steppes he allocates a popula- 
tion of ten to the square mile, and to tho 
desert regions one to the squaro mile. 
The bulk of the population would, there- 
fore. have to subsist on the 28.000,000 
square miles of fertile lands. Compar- 
ing the density of population— in India 
175 to tho square mile, in China 295 to 
the square mile and in Japan 204 to the 
square mile— he arrives at the conclu- 
sion that a world population of 207 to 
the squaro mile in the cultivable regions 
would be a fair estimate. 

This 207 persons to the square mile 
will bo reached in 183 years at the pres- 
ent rate of increase, when the total pop- 
ulation of the cultivable area would be 

5.850.700.000. and the total number the 
earth would feed 5,994,000,000. 

Any further increase of population 
must either be provided for by a diminu- 
tion of subsistence to each individual or 
by some improved mode of production, 
or by keeping down the future birth rate 
below the death rate. Mr. Ravenstein’s 
statistics do not concern us of the pres- 
ent generation very vitally. We can 
leave tho solution to our great-grand- 
children. We have increased and mul- 
tiplied very comfortably in spite of the 
lugubrious warnings of Mr. Malthas, 
and perhaps they also will multiply ami 
increase in spite of Mr. Ravenstein. 

If any race must go to the wall, it may 
be confidently predicted it will not bo 
the white race. There will bo a Dar- 
winian survival of the fittest. The weak- 
er races will disappear before the 
stronger. The Indian will ultimately 
vanish from this continent, and the Afri- 
can in his native land bids fair to be 
decimated. 

The tendency of population to the cities 
must also be taken into account in any 
comparison of people to areas of reason- 
able subsistence. Concentration in large 
towns always tends to increased produc- 
tion within a wide circuit around them, 
especially in the liue of fruits and vege- 
tables. Two hundred years hence tiie 
desert lands which Mr. Ravenstein re- ! 
gards as mcapable of cultivation may j 
blossom as the rose. Already irrigation ' 
is working wonders in the unpromising ! 
soil in some of our western states. Mod- 
ern science will teach many ways of in- 
creasing yte food supply. 

Mr. Ravenstein’s speculations are 
plausible and his statistics suggestive 
enough, but the figures of today may be 
utterly falsified by the figures of 200 
years hence. Many things may inter- 
vene in the meantime to keep down pop- 
ulation or increase tho food supply. The 
extinction of tho race by starvation is a 
very remote contingency indeed, and 
Mr. Ravenstein’s 182 years bid fair to 
stretch out indefinitely before that con- 
tingency occurs. — Baltimore Sun. 


Oil from the Porpoise. 

The porpoises killed in winter are the 
fattest and produce most oil. The largest 
size measure about 6eveu feet in length, 
five feet in girth and weigh about 300 
pounds. Such a porpoise yields from six 
to seven gallons of oil. The blubber of a j 
big porpoise weighs about 100 pounds 
and is one and a half inches thick in | 
summer and two in winter. 

Tho jaws of the porpoise yield a su- 
perior quality of oil. When hung up in 
the sun it readily drips away into cans 
provided for tiie purpose, the quantity of J 
oil thus procured, however, being not j 
more than half a pint to the jaw. The 
oil from the blubber gives an excellent 
light and is iu demand along the coast 
for lighthouse use. It has no offensive 
odi >r. 

Porpoise shooting is followed at all 
seasons and in all kinds of weather. On 
a calm summer's day the porpoise may 
be heard blowing a mile or two away. 
If you wound a porpoise, and there are 
any sharks around, the shark is very apt 
to share your booty with you even if he 
doesn’t devour it in toto. — New York 
Recorder. 

A Sweeping Charge. 

Nine men out of every ten one meets, 
if the possessor of a watch, can safely be 
put down as carrying a cheap, unreliable 
combination of works and case some un- 
principled tradesman lias palmed off on 
him as a good watch and timekeei>er. 
The tenth man, if lie lias purchased a 
really good watch and timekeeper from 
some reliable jeweler, has paid about 500 
percent, more for it than he should have 
done, and this is the very reason why the 
other nine men carry such reuiarkubly 
bad timepieces. They caiiuot afford to 
pay t he extra 500 per cent, heretofore uec- 
essary to secure good works and a war- 
ranted case, aud uro therefore swindled. 
—New York Truth. 


If four Shoea Are Wet. 

When you come home with wet feet, 
don’t throw aside your boots to get hard 
uud moldy. Stand them up, put them 
in shape, and theu fill them with oats, 
such as they feed to horses. This will, 
iu a few hours, draw ull the moisture 
out of the leather, keeping the boot iu 
siiape meanwhile, and leaving it soft 
and pliable. Tiie outs cun be used again 
and again. This is a relic of tho days 
when no railroads existed, and traveling 
was douo under difficulties aud iu weuth- 
er the present generation has no concep- 
tion of. — Ladies' Home Journal.

A Disappointed Tariff. 

It 1ms boon evident for some time past 
that the Republican party committed a 
very grave blunder, in a political, no less 
tlmn in an economio sense, in passing the 
McKinley tarilT law. To say nothing of 
the treinondous advantage that it gave to 
the Democrats to have a measure of this 
kind adopted on tlio ovo of an election — 
an advantage of which the outcome of 
last November’s contest was a striking 
proof— the results thus far of au applica- 
tion of the law Becni to have been singu- 
larly disappointibg. In certain respects 
the restrictions imposed by it have 
operated differently from what bad been 
anticipated by its most strenuous oppo- 
nents, The effect of changes in the di- 
rection of free trade, that is, the entire 
removal of a tax, as for instance, in the 
case of sugar, can bo predicated with 
tolerable certainty ; but the effect of an 
increase in taxes which tends to compli- 
cate already complexed conditions, is 
something that can be determined much 
better after than before a practical expe- 
rience. 

Take, for example, the effect of the 
changes made in tne wool schedule that 
are just now occasioning disgust, quite 
as much nmong the wool growers of 
Ohio as among those living in other parts 
of the country and having other, and 
almost antagonistic, interests. It was 
certainly assumed by Judge Lawrence 
and liis associates in the Ohio Wool 
Growers’ Association that the result of 
the imposition of this tax would he to 
restrict the importation of foreigu grown 
wools and to add substantially to the 
price of the American grown article, and 
it was assumed by those who opposed 
this incren.se that this effect might be 
expected. But as a matter of fact, the 
importations of foreign grown wool of 
certain grades— grades which Judge 
Lawrence alleges come into competition 
with the American product— have been 
larger since the new law went iuto effect 
than during corresponding periods last 
year, while, curiously enough, the Amer- 
ican grown wool, instead of being high-’ 
er in price since the application of the 
increased tax, has had its market price 
reduced, aud according to this same 
representative of the Ohio wool growers, 
is now’ selling at two or three cents per 
pound less than during the summer of 
181*0. 

This is certainly not what the advo- 
cates of these increased duties called 
for, aud yet it seems to us that their 
disappointment in this respect, although 
they do not seem to think so, is shared 
in various ways by those whom they are 
growing to consider their enemies: that 
is, the eastern manufacturers. No doubt 
our New England woollen and cotton 
manufacturers were keenly alive to their 
own interests while the McKinley hill 
was under discussion; and, although the 
carpet manufacturers believe that they 
were unjustly treated in the preparation 
of the carpet wools schedules, their 
losses, it was assumed, were much more 
than made good by certaiu material ad- 
vantages secured by the manufacturers 
of worsted and knit goods, aud possibly 
by the manufacturers of certain finer 
grades of cotton goods. If, in conse- 
quence of these tariff changes, foreign 
competition was materially limited, and 
a larger and better market granted to 
the American producers of textile fab- 
rics, it might be supposed that this 
change would quickly show itself in the 
dividends paid, or, if not immediately 
manifest in that way, would be dis- 
counted iu the sales -of manufacturing 
stock. But, if one will compare the 
quotations of the auction prices of the 
shares of our New England manu- 
factories during the last two months 
with the prices at which these shares 
sold a year ago at this time, he will find 
that, on the whole, the tendency of 
values has been downward rather than 
upward. 

There are about fifty manufacturing 
corporations of the kind referred to 
whose shares are frequently sold at our 
semi-weekly auction sales, and, iu going 
through this list, oue is surprised to find 
that the quoted sales of their shares are, 
on the average, noticeably lower than 
they were a year ago. The deduction 
that can reasonably be drawn from this 
showing is that the change in the t a 1 iff 
iu the direction of higher duties has 
failed to produce that business activity 
which was the ostensible reason fov 
making the change. If t lie manufactur- 
ing business ol the country is less satis- 
factory, because less profitable, now 
than it was a year ago, it is absurd to say 
that our business success chiefly depends 
upon advantages secured by means of 
protected duties; for, whatever may 
nave heeu said about the tariff of 1SSJ, 
the McKinley hill was prepared under 
the auspices of those individuals and 
companies that were to bo directly 
benefited. It was such oigaui/.atious as 
our Homo Market Club that agitated in 
favor of this change, and, when Congress 
had the matter uuder consideration, 
substantially prepared the schedules of 
taxes that were afterward embodied in 
the law. Those representing those 
irivate interests were intent upon mak- 
tig hay while the sun shone, and even a 
superficial comparison of past with 
present taxes will show that they had 
not the least hesitation iu crowding up 
the duties whenever they believed that 
such an increase would result to their 
advantage. 


Austruliuu Wool. 

According to the United States consul 
at Sydney, New South Wales, the exports 
of wool this year have heeu nearly three 
times greater thau those of the previous 
season, aud it is believed that, when the 
return^ are made up for tiie year ending 
June 30, the exports will he found to 
have exceeded those of any year since 
the exportation of Australian wool 
began. It has been pointed out iu our 
market columus that these importations 
have been in uo way due, us has heeu 
asset ted in Ohio, to a desire on the part 
of our woollen and worsted manufact- 
urers to revenge themselves upon the 
American wool grower. They are simply 
the results of ordinary developments of 
trade. An individual merchautor manu- 
facturer may, if he cares to lose money, 

C ivo loose rein to his revengeful spirit, 
ut hundreds of different merchants ami 
manufacturers, who carry ou business 
for the purpose of making money, cau- 
uot, by any possibility, ho thus in- 
fluenced. They have bought Australian 


wool because it was better adapted for 
the purposes of their business than tlio 
wool which the farmers in the central 
states of our Union had to offer. It has 
not boon a question of sentiment, hut 
the practical ono of adapting means to 
ends; and among those importers and 
users of Australian wool have been a 
number of manufacturers who, in their 
ideas concerning protection, appear to be 
in close accord with the high protec- 
tionist wool grower. 


SKETCHES OFT1IINGS AMI) PEOPLE. 


IN THE HACK WOODS OF CALIFORNIA. 


The BttckroooiU Hound. 


After a brisk drive for an hour and a 
half we reacli our destination, an old 
fashioned rambling “ranch house.” 

The hogs around the house and the pigs 
and chickens flying out of the kitchen door 
before the snapping teeth of a yellow 
hound ; the old crazy barn leaning far over 
out of plumb, propped at one corner by a 
live oak post; the cordon of baying hounds 
about us ns we alight; the fences of brush 
around the “corn-patch” and the “general 
odor of mild decay” that seems to pervade 
the air. All these quickly noticed features 
of the scene about us, nre enough to nssure 
us tlint we have made no mistake,— wo are 
certainly in the backwoods. 

The house of three rooms is unpnlnted 
without, and unplastered, unpapered with- 
in. Boarded up and down with red-wood 
planks, with the “battens” off here and 
there, the air has free circulation day and 
night, winter and suninimer, whether win- 
dows and doors be open or shut. Walls 
with a few chenp chromos from agricultur- 
al papers, floors without carpets, and with 
Inrge occasional knot-holes, through which 
the good wife can pour hot wnter on the 
squeaking hogs, or run the broomstick 
handle to stir up the hot-headed, obstinate, 
old setting hen. 

An old-fashioned yawning fire-place in 
one corner, iu front of which nre some raw- 
hide bottomed home-made chairs. 

A shot-gun and a rilie hune from hooks 
upon the wall. Everything is fresh, un- 
conventional and striking to one who is ac- 
quainted only with the staid and settled 
manners and appearances of New England. 
We sit down to a bountiful meal of bacon 
and bean-, hot biscuits and butter, fried 
eggs and coffee, and after half an hour’s 
steady work feel able to begin our first 
day’s tour of exploration in company with 
our warm hearted host, bo after donning 
some rough clothes, armed with a shot-gun 
apiece, we call the hounds and start off up 
the canon for a day’s sport. For there are 
plenty of silver-grey squirrels, quail, 
“coons” and an occasional deer to he 
found. 

I say we will call the hounds, and as 
there are a few things to be said once ami 
for all in regard to the backwoods’ hound, 

I will group the results of my reflection 
and observation concerning this animal 
under the heading of “The Nature and 
Uses of the Backwoods’ Hound.”

Fitness Xo Longer a Test for Office.

The colonies inherited from England 
the tradition that the couduct of public 
affairs should he committed to a class of 
men who had shown especial qualifica- 
tions for the task aud had been trained 
for it; aud that such inou, when they 
have proved their fitness, should be kept 
iu office indefinitely. This was par- 
ticularly true of New England. With 
the departure from the stuge of the gen- 
eration which carried through the 
Revolution and aud established the new 
government a change came over the pub- 
lic mind. It was uow established that 
“oue man was us good as another” at the 
polls. The uext step was easy and in- 
evitable. If oue man were as well quali- 
fied for the suffrage us another, why not 
as fit to hold oliice.? The old theory 
had tended to keep the statesman long iu 
office. Such individuals as Slroug anti 
Trumbull weie regarded as meu who 
were iutiuutcly butter qualified to govern 
Massachusetts .and Connecticut than 
Smith or Brown, uud therefore it seemed 
obviously the best policy to keep them 
iu the executive chair year after year. 
But w hen it cauie to he accepted as a fact 
that Smith or Brown was really as tit to 


be governor ns Strong or Trumbull, it 
naturally followed that neither Smith 
or Brown had any claim to hold the of- 
fice long. In truth, it seemed only fail that 
Jones and Robinson should also he given 
a chance, and tlio shorter the time that 
Smitli and Brown served, the better 
would bo the opportunities for the rest. 

Corn as an Article of Food. 

Corn as an article of human food at- 
tracted hut little attention outside of the 
United States until brought before the 
world by the successive Corn I’alace fes- 
tivals of the past four years. It was 
largely with this obiect in view that the 
annual Sioux City Corn Palnco Festival 
was inaugurated. Its effocts in this par- 
ticular line have awakened the world. A 
feature of the Paris exposition was acorn 
palace, decorated after designs furnished 
by artists iu Sioux City. The many uses 
of maize were for the first time shown 
the people of Europe. At Edinburg, 
Scotland, Chas J. Murphy, of America, 
spent several months in endeavoring to 
educate that country to the use of 
American Indian corn as an article of 
food. The traveled man lias observed 
the little variety of food there is to 
choose from. The white bread for the 
rich man in Germany, Belgium and other 
European countries, black bread for tlio 
peasant, man and boast slmiug alike, are 
the two singlo varieties of breadstuff's 
found. That the United States can sup- 
ply any foreign demand for corn no one 
will dispute. Iowa as the banner corn 
state has every reason to he foremost in 
the advocacy of corn as an article of 
food, and to this end the Corn Palace 
idea is perpetuated, and results in great 
benefit to the corn-producing countries 
of this nation.

THE TAX LEVY. 


The falling of! in personal property as 
reported by the assessors is something 
of a surprise. The reasons are that 
several large estates, the most important 
of which is that belonging to the late R. 
M. Fnlsifer, has been removed from 
Newton. Ward Six has lost one item of 
$100,000, by the sale of bonds, and a good 
deal of railroad stock has been disposed 
of by different parties, owiugtothe tight 
market, aud the small returns from 
much of that class of investments. 
Then again there have been a number of 
heavy failures during the past year, in 
which Nowton meu were more or less 
interested aud by which the returns of 
tthe assessors were lessened. It has not 
iieeu a very prosperous year in the busi- 
ness world, for some reason or other, 
aud Newton has suffered along with the 
business world generally. All these 
causes combined have operated to make 
a perceptible* difference in the tax lists, 
and the lack of the usual increase in 
personal property is responsible for the 
increase of forty cents iu the tax rate. 
The gain in personal property last year 
was $260,000, which was about the 
normal increase, while this year the gain 
was only $5,000. 

Thero was a strong fight in last year’s 
City Council to reduce the appropria- 
tions, but every reductiou was vigorous- 
ly opposed with arguments that it was 
impossible to do the work demanded for 
less, and the result was the usual in- 
crease over the year before. 

"Nevertheless people in Newton demand 
modern improvements of all sorts, first- | 
class streets and sidewalks, ample pro- 
tection against fire, and so ou, yet all 
these things cost money, for which, to 
their credit be it said, most of the tax- 
papers are willing to pay. No one 
would he willing to change the condition 
of things in Newton, with that of Water- 
town, for instance, even for the sake of 
deducting two or three dollars from the 
tax rate. 

IFifteen dollars is not a very large in- 
crease over last year, or the year before, 
when the tax rate was $14.80 but it will 
uot be wise to increase the rate much 
above $15, in the year succeediug this. 

The City Council this year have kept 
within the appropriations made last 
year, in all but a few cases, whose ag- 
gregate cost would not add teu cents to 
the tax rate, so that the responsibility 
for the increase belongs to last year’s 
city government. 

The only way to lower the tax rate iu 
Newton is to induce more people to 
come here, to encourage the building of 
more houses, aud so increase our assets. 
The past spriug at least one hundred | 
more houses could have been rented iu 
Newtou alone, had there been any houses 
vacant, aud at good prices. The same is 
probably true of most of the other 
villages. It is surprising that investors 
do not turu more to real estate, seeing 
the uncertainty of other property, for i 
improved real estate is something that 
cau not he destroyed by any railroad : 
deals, or other devices that prove so : 
disastrous, aud with the adveut of i 
sewerage Newton ought to double its j 
population within a very few years, and | 
this would bring about low taxos. 

The resignation of Congressmen Rock- 
well, Cogswell and Walker, to serve on 
the committee ou resolutions at the Re- 
publican state conveutiou, has excited a 
good deal of comment, and the reason 
they give has added to the seusatiou. 
According to report, they say that they 
believe the people should have a hand iu 
runuiug the convention, aud iu this they 
are certaiuly correct. There lias been j 
too much cut and dried work iu the past, I 
aud it will he no damage if the resolu- 
tions are iot all written up in advance. 
Many assume that their action is a re- 
flection ou Congressman Lodge, who was 
appointed us chairman, ami who often 
mistakes the state of Massachusetts for 
bimself. He made this mistake in the 
redistricting contest, hut fouud that the 
legislators had other views, aud Mr. 
Lodge hurl to retire with considerable 
loss of prestige. The meu of Massachu- 
setts never took kindly to a political 
boss, aud the three congressmen men- 
tioned have greatly improved their stand- 
ing with the people by their action. They 
•evidently believe in leaving the conven- 
tion untrammelled, and do uot believe 
that it should be made the occusiou of 
booming any man for United .States 
Senator, or any other office. This year, 
of all years, the convention should be 
t eft free to follow the best policy aud 
.select the best men for slate offices, 
without any dictation from congress- 
men. 


Quay and Dudley have gone from the 
National Republican Committee, which 
is something to be thankful for, even if 
tho conimitleo did try to lower them- 
selves to the levol of these men by their 
fulsome resolutions. They had an 
uncnviablo notoriety, and were a source 
of weakness to tho party. Mr. Clarkson, 
who is Mr. Quay's successor, while by 
no means an ideal politician, is certaiuly 
no worse thau Senator Gorman, and as 
the latter will probably be the head of 
tho Democratic committee, it was prob- 
ably thought best to get a politician of 
the samo kind to fight him. Neither of 
the two lias ever been charged with 
embezzlement, as was the case with 
Quay, and any kind of a moral improve- 
ment iu tho selection of meu who are to 
manage politics is something to he 
thankful for. Mr. Roger Wolcott of this 
state should have the credit of being the 
first prominent Massachusetts Republi- 
can to denounce Quay and his methods. 


NEWTON’S VALUATION. 


A TOTAL INCREASE IN REAI. AM* PKB- 

sonai. rnorKRTY of $1,368,835. 


The Newton assessors have fixed the 
tax rato for 1801 at $15 por thousand. It 
was $14.00 last year, and $14.80 tho year 
preceding. 

The iucreaso this year was not alto- 
gether unexpected , in view of tho large 
expenditures for the introduction of the 
sewerage system and extension of the 
water supply, besides large sums ex- 
pended for the new engino house and 
school building. The largest gaiu in 
real estate was iu Ward 0, the increase 
being $326,500, and the smallest in Ward 
1, whore the gain amounted to $110,700. 

In Ward 1, the personal property 
valuation fell off $50,131 from last year’s 
figures; in Ward 3, it fell off $22,350 and 
in Ward 4, $31,100. The uumber of 
polls aud the items of real and personal 
valuation are given iu the appended 


Ex Congressman Gheenhaloe has 
been explaining to a reporter why he 
did not support Mr. Crapo last year, and 
curiously enough it was because Mr.Cra- 
po’s “merit, ability and dignity were 
miknown and unpublished.”

“fresh” young man, and to assert that 
he knew uothing of Mr. Crapo as late as 
a year ago would imply a good deal of 
inexcusable ignorance about the affairs 
of bis state, in which Mr. Crapo has 
beeu a very prominent figure. The 
Lowell Congressman now thinks Mr. 
Crapo is “an undiscovered gold mine,” 
“his worth is not known,” but it may bo 
said that every intelligent Republican iu 
the state know Mr. Crapo’s worth long 
ago. Mr. Grecuhalge evidently should 
get a tutor and devote a few months to 
the effort to learu something about tho 
meu of merit in his own state. 

The Boston Journal thinks the 
Maryland Democratic currency plank 
was a meaningless straddle. Outside of 
New England both parties seem to bo 
iucliucd to fear losing votes by any con- 
demnation of the free-silver coinage 
folly, aud the influence of tho silver 
raining states, which secured the passage 
of the present ruinous silver law, will 
probably be felt at the next National 
conventions. These new silver states 
have some very important electoral 
votes, and an outspoken resolution 
against free silver would probably turn 
the scale against the party makiug it iu 
any of the new states. .The present 
silver law is so bad that believers iu 
honest money can only feel thankful that 
it is no worse.

l The gaiu over last in real estate is 
$1,363,775; iu persoual property, $5,060; 
total gain $1,368,835. The total number 
of female voters according to the 
assessors returns is 35. The figures furnish 
quite an interesting study and indicate 
pretty clearly the advantage of tho block 
system of assessment besides showiug 
large gaius in taxable property, accounted 
for principally by new buildings and tho 
cutting up into bouse lots of largo tracts 
of land formerly bringing in small re- 
turns. There can be no doubt that New- 
tou is ou the eve of rapid development 
aud within the next 5 years thero will be 
some big gaius iu population and with it, 
of course, more buildiugs and homes as 
a factor in increasing tho city’s revenues. 
Considering the great advantages secured 
by residents aud rememberiug the neces- 
sary laree outlays of late, the rate of 
taxation is certainly not excessive aud 
another year will undoubtedly find it less, 
probably not over $14 por $1000.

They chose Johu Hammer for three

The feeliue iu favor of the abolish- 
ment of grade crossings iu the Newtons 
lias become so intense that the in- 
habitants of those beautiful villages 
seem ready to welcome almost auy plan 
that promises the desired relief. For 
this reason, no doubt, the proposition of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad Company 
to elevate their tracks so that all high- 
ways shall pass under them was re- 
ceived with quite general favor. There 
are certain things which ought to be 
very carefully considered, however, be 
fore this great change is inaugurated. 
The question of how the desirability of 
Newton, Nowtouville and West Newton, 
as places of residence, would be affected 
by the proposed plan, aud the con- 
sequent effect of the change upon real 
estate, is a most important one. Rail- 
roads are unsightly at the best, and 
should be made as iuconspicuous as 
possible. Lifting tbe Boston & Albany 
tracks eighteen to twenty feet above 
their present level, would render them 
teu times as conspicuous as they now 
are, would fairly cut in two the villages 
through which they pass, aud could 
scarcely fail to result iu increased an- 
noyance and discomfort to those residing 
near them. Then, every passeuger tak- 
iug a train at either of the above stations 
would bo compelled to climb at least 
twenty feet into tho air before ho could 
take his seat iu the cars, and every one 
leaving a car would bo obliged to deceud 
an equal distance— and this not for a 
month or a year, but so long as the rail- 
road is patrouized. The elevation aud 
lowering of baggage would, of course, 
be at tire company’s expense, but it 
would involve annoying delays to 
passengers. Then it is a question if the 
risk of accident from the hurried ascent 
aud descent of long tlights of stairs, anil 
the impossibility of many lame aud 
feeble people climbing up or down, 
would uot more than offset all tho 
gain to accrue from the abolishmeut of 
the crossings. The grade crossings must 
go, but is there uot some better way 
than has yet been proposed? The two 
important crossings at the West Newton 
station have a hill on tlioir south side 
and ou their north abundant space uot 
occupied by costly buildings, so that it 
would seem that there is uo insuperable 
obstacle in the way of establishing over- 
head bridges by which the streets could 
cross at these points. At the Washing- 
ton street crossing, although the street 
is level witii the tracks, there is abundant 
room for the construction of either a 
bridge or a tunnel, without seriously in- 
terfering with tho rights of abutters. At 
Nowtouville and Newton the expense of 
bridging would be very great, because it 
would involve extensive chaugosof grade 
where substantial aud exneiibfte build- 
ings are already located. But if Chicago 
river could be tunneled, as it was so 
mauy years ago, is there auy reason why 
tuuuels might uot be constructed uuder 
the railroads at these points, each of 
which should be long enough to se- 
cure gentle grades, open enough to be 
perfectly well ventilated, aud in every 
way adapted to meet the requirements of 
safety and conveuieuce, without marring 
the beauty of these delightful suburbs? 
it should be borne iu wind that whatever 


change is made is almost certain to bo 
permanent, and not the ensiest nlnn nor 
the cheapest should be adopted, out that 
which, however much or little expetso it 
may involve, will prove, for nil time, tho 
most practical ana satisfactory.

The cooking was watched 
carefully, and when we sat down to our 
Christmas dinner mother said, “Chil- 
dren, eat slowly, for this one day you 
can have all you wish.” So bitter was 
the misery relieved by that one bright 
day, that 1 have never since sat down to 
a Christmas dinner without my thoughts 
going back to Donner lake. 

The storms often would last ten days 
at a time, and we would have to cut 
chips from the logs inside which formed 
our cabin in order to start a fire. We 
could scarcely walk, nnd the men had 
hardly strength to procure wood. We 
would drag ourselves through the snow 
from one cabin to another, and some 
mornings snow would have to be shov- 
eled out of the fireplace before a fire 
could be made. Poor little children were 
crying with hunger, aud mothers were 
crying because they had so little to give 
their children. We seldom thought of 
bread, wo had been without it so long. 
Four months of such suffering would fill 
the bravest hearts with despair.— Cor.

• A Victim of Science. 

The frog has been called “the victim 
of science” because he is always being 
dissected for the purpose of seeing how 
he can get aloug without his most essen- 
tial organs, how hig blood circulates and 
how his nervous system acts. He is se- 
lected for such ends not, as is commonly 
imagined, because his structure is at all 
humanlike, but for the reason that ho 
will endure being chopped up to such a 
remarkable extent and still retain life. 

You can remove his brain and he will 
get along fairly well without it, swallow- 
ing whatever is put into his mouth, and 
otherwise behaving as usual, though in 
an automatic fashiou. In fact the ani- 
mal will live indefinitely under such 
conditions, as experiment has shown. 
If you cut out his luugs ho will not die 
for a long time, because ho can breathe 
very well through his 6kin. Human 
beings breathe through tho skin all over 
the body in u small degree, the blood in 
the superficial vessel taking up. a certain 
amount of oxygen, but the function is 
exercised more satisfactorily by the frog. 

Besides, his nervous Bystem affords un 
interesting study under ingenious torture 
by tho unutomist, aud the corpuscles iu 
liis blood being remarkably large, that 
fluid serves admirably for the instruction 
of the seeker ufter medical knowledge.—

Thu Wheel la Thouauuda of Ycura Old. 

, The earliest mention of wheels iu the 
Bible is iu Exodus xiv, 23, when the 
chariot wheels of the Egyptians were 
taken off by the Lord; but chariots are 
mentioned iu (Jeuesis xii, 43. But there 
were older nations thau the Egyptians. 
The Chaldeans used chariots; the Greeks 
— Homer’s poems date from about 900 
B. C.— had chariots at tho siege of 
Troy, 1,300 B. C. Probably in reality 
the wheel is about as early a piece of 
machinery us auy now existing. Of 
course it has been developed, but the 
bicycle wheel of today is a lineal de- 
pccudaut of the section of a log of wood 
used by the agricultural i>eoples thou- 
sands of years ago.— Hew York bun.

HOW THEY VOTE IN JAPAN. 

Poll* That Present n Striking Contra*! 
to Our* In Tlilii Country. 

The polls had opened nt 8 o’clock, and 
one by one the farmers Imd come strag- 
gling In from tho surrounding country. 
Tho greater number gathered in the 
small meeting hall just outside the poll- 
ing room, whence arose a quiet buzzing. 
It wns a reminder of tho gathering in the 
churchyard on Sunday, in old times, be- 
tween the morning and the afternoon 
services. 

There was little lAtighter, less loud 
argumeut and no angry disputing. Ev- 
ery now and then, like bees leaving a 
hive, a figure wns seen to separate from 
the rest nnd move.off toward tho polling 
room, and anon another returned. One 
saw among them hero and there the 
modern Japanese, with his imitation of 
foreign garments, in appearance seldom 
elegant, often uwkward, and generally 
out of harmony with the surroundings. 
But chiefly there came the old fash- 
ioned rustic, in his best silk Vobes, with 
square shaven crown and short queue 
caught up and tied— perhaps wearing 
the haknuia, or divided skirt, of tho old 
samurai. A gentleman in every act, he 
bows as lie enters to the official at tho 
door, carefully writes his ballot and 
affixes his seal, then with great delibera- 
tion folds it and places it in tho oblong 
official envelope. For somo of the voters 
it is necessary to seek the assistance of a 
special clerk in writing their ballots. It 
is not that they cannot write; for every- 
body knows the plebeian kana or sylla- 
bic writing. They prefer to see their 
ballots inscribed with the more elegant 
Chinese characters; and then, too, the 
kana is sometimes ambiguous (for some 
words have a dozen different meanings), 
aiul there is a natural perturbation and 
a desire to have their meaning clearly 
and correctly conveyed. When the 
writing is finished the long sleeved voter 
walks over to the tnchiainin, or inspec- 
tors. Here further effusions of polite- 
ness take place, while the voter gives 
his name, number and address, and is 
checked off on the register. Then, with 
another gesture of courtesy, he turns to 
the ballot box, aud with a bow, perhaps 
in duplicate, to the kind old mayor, who 
sits behind the box, he carefully deposits 
his ballot and quietly retires by another 
door.— J. H. Wigmore in Scribner’s. 


Used to Ilelng Married That Way. 

A wedding ceremony occurred some 
years ago of a then United States sena- 
tor, who, a widower twice over, had for 
the third time succumbed to Cupid’i 
wiles. At his first and second marriage 
the ceremony bad been performed by an 
Episcopal clergyman, and hence the sen- 
ator was quite familiar with the Episco- 
pal marriage form. 

But the beautiful woman who had 
captured his affections the third time 
was a devout Presbyterian, and naturally 
wished the connubial knot to be tied by 
a # minister of her own church, nnd ac- 
cording to its simple service.

Hominy Gems. 

by Mrs. D. A. Lincoln, 

A utkor Bottom Cook Book. 

Mix 2 table-sp.fine, uncooked hominy, 
) tea sp. salt, I table-sp. butter, and i 
cup boiling water. Place this over the 
lea kettle until the hominy absorbs all 
the water. Pour I cup boiling milk on 
i scant cup fine yellow corn meal; add 2 
table-sp. sugar and the hominy. Let it 
cool slightly, then add the yolks of 2 eggs 
beaten to a light froth, then the whites 
beaten stiff. Stir in i level tea sp. 
Cleveland’s baking powder and bake 
at once in hot buttered gem pans, 
about zo minutes. A scant cup of cold 
boiled hominy may be used instead of 
the fresh hominy. It should be sifted 
through a squash strainer, to free it from 
lumps.— (Copyright, 1891 , by Cleveland 
Baking Powder Co.)

The New York* Herald of Augunt 8 
contained the following dispatch con- 
cerning the wrecking of the iron freight 
steamer Hi Dorado anil the effort* of 
Capt. Boyd of this city to secure relief: 

“The revenue steamer McLane, Cap- 
tain E. C. Clayter commanding, arrived 
here thi* moruing with Chief Officer 
Boyd of the Morgan line steamer El 
I) irado, ashore on Bimini, on the Baha- 
ma Banks, twelve miles southwest of 
Great Issacs light. 

The El Dorado having made the Man- 
tanilla Reef, for which she steered after 
leaving Uattens. obtained a good obser- 
vation and headed down through the 
Florida Strait*. When off Bimini, in six 
fathoms of water, the vessel’* bilge 
struck a sunken rock, and a* she was go- 
ing at full speed at the time, with all 
sails set, went completely over the rock 
and started to settle forward. Her two 
compartments forward were found to be 
flooded, having eighteen feet of water in. 
them. She was at once beaded for the 
bauk, where she was beached, and now 
lies in a critical condition. Excepting El 
Sol she is the newest *bip of the fine. 
She will go to pieces if assistance is not 
soon rendered. 

Captain Byrne, of the steamer, after 
much difficulty succeeded in chartering 
a British schooner to take his first mate 
to the nearest American port, where he 
could obtain assistance and telegraph 
the stranding of the ship to the com- 
pany. 

AX EXTORTIONATE CAPTAIN. 

The schooner Captain demanded $5,000 
for his work, but afterward agreed to 
take *2.600, and in the small sailing 
craft, subjected to the heat of the sun 
and scarcity of food, «fcc.. Mr. Boyd set 
out on Wednesday, August 5, for this 
place. On account of calms and head 
winds progress was slow, and on Friday, 
late at night, Mr. Boyd was picked up by 
the McLane off Alligator Lighthouse, on 
the reefs. 

Stating his mission, he was taken on 
board and the McLane turned round and 
steamed for Key West with the greatest 
possible despatch. 

Wreckers are now at work getting 
ready to embark aud when ready the Mc- 
Lane will carry gear and divers to the 
ill fated El Dorado. Captain Williams 
and Johnson of this place, will examine 
her bottom on arrival and all efforts will 
be made to stop the leaks, which are 
supposed to be large, and to float her 
aud bring her to Key West for repairs. 

Officer Boyd has done all in bis power 
to obtain relief for bis shipwrecked 
crew.’’ 

The Case of Judge Brewer* 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

I was very much surprised at the 
statements made in Mr. Partridge’s letter 
last w§ek, concerning Judge Brewer oL 
the United States Supreme Court. Judge 
Brewer was a classmate of Dr. Calkins aud 
Mr. \^liituey of the Public Library of 
Boston, aud recently spent some time in 
Newton with Dr. Calkins. I had thought 
it would be wise for Newton people to 
know some facts concerning him. He 
has always been a strong temperance 
man by precept and example, an earnest, 
devout Christian man, always in his 
place in the Sabbath school aud prayer 
meeting. On the first Sabbath in Wash- 
ington after his appointment he reported 
himself to the Sabbath school of the 
church lie was to attend and asked for a 
class to teach. When the vacancy to 
which he was appointed to fill occurred 
in the Supreme Court of the Uuited 
States, it was almost the uuanimous 
feeling of the bar of the Northwest, that 
of all men for that place, Judge Brewer 
by his great learning as a jurist, his 
ability aud integrity as a judge, together 
with bis high moral character, was tho 
best qualified. The judges of the Su- 
preme Court in Washington were uuaui- 
mous iu their appro\-al of his nomina- 
; turn, aud no judge in our time has been 
more cordially received by that court 
than be. His previous decision iu his 
owu district upon oue portion of tho 
statutes on the . liquor question 
as the law there stood could uot have 
beeu different, and this is acknowledged 
by emiueut jurists of all parts aud of all 
opinions upon the temperauce questions. 
A conscientious man, versed iu the law, 
as it theu stood, could have rendered uo 
other opiniou. 

It seems a pity that the great cause of 
temperance which so many have at heart 
should be so injured by having such an 
article written concerning such a man, 
when we have so few of them iu public 
life. 

The article comments unfairly upon a 
decision of the Circuit Court, aud most, 
it uot all of t lie facts are misstated, aud 
the effort of the article is to hold up to 
ridicule or contempt the man iu tho 
highest judicial office in the country. 

A public man iu office may be held up 
to ridicule whereas a judge should not 
he. as it tends to create a contempt for 
the law, which would be very uufortuu- 
ate in it* results, and if criticisms are to 
be made, they should be writteu in a fan- 
spirit, and with charity aud liberality 
sufficient to see both sides of the ques- 
tion, aud to give all the facts ot tho 
case. Justice.

on LIFE IN THE NATURAL HftTORV ('AMP 
AT WORCESTER. 

[Ry A 13- Year-Old Newton Roy.]

That morning After I had arrived in 
camp, I learned there was to be an ex- 
pedition to Wnchusett Mt., twenty-two 
milos Away. I thought that if I wont I 
would have a good chance to get ac- 
quainted with tho boys? so I went to the 
Colonel and found out all about it* It 
cost five dollars to ride on horse-back, 
and one dollar to ride in carriages, and 
fifty cents to walk. I wanted to know 
why it would cost me fifty cents to use 
my own feet, but I was told that it was 
to pay for the horse and team that were 
to carry our. knapsacks, as we wore too 
young to carry them on our backs. I 
found that the rarty that walked were 
going to stay uutil Friday and the party 
that rode were coming back on Thurs- 
day, which was the next day. I thought 
about it awhile and asked tho other boys 
of my tent which party thoy were going 
to join. I found that Carter and Brown 
wore going to walk and Whiting was not 
going at all, so I decided to walk. I then 
wont to head-quarters to enlist in the 
party that wore to walk. It was about 
nine o’clock and they were to start at 
half past nine, so I hurried back to my 
tent to make up my kuapsack. All I 
carried was a rubber coat, an overcoat, a 
towel, au extra, pair of boots and stock- 
ings, one extra blouse, and two double 
blankets. As soon as they were done 
up, l went to the tent of Mr. Tobin, from 
which we wore to start. As soon as the 
team was packed, about 9.4”>, we started 
on our long tramp of twenty-two miles. 
It began to grow hot towards noon, but 
not one of us felt discouraged or tired. 
Our orders were to keep near tho wagon 
and not let it get out of our sight, for 
fear of getting astray. I think there 
were twenty-eight of us besides Mr. 
Tobin and Mr. Gray, who had us in 
charge. 

About threo o’clock we halted by the 
side of a little brook for dinner. Bates, 
a lifer in the drum corps, played mess- 
call on his fife, which hurried the 
stragglers up. Among those who came 
up behind was a boy who was so fat he 
could not keep up with us but he stuck 
to it just the same. After the boys had 
had their dinner they cut some sticks 
and sharpened them, then started down 
the brook to spear frogs. The boys 
crossed the brook on a thin board which 
touched the water wheo any great weight 
was upon it. After we had gone over, 
the fat boy attempted it, but cries arose 
on the other side of “oh! Poole don’t 
come, don’t come, you’ll break the plauk 
and then how will we get back.” While 
we were trying to keep Poole from 
crossing, orders were given to start, 
which we were ready to do. Abous four 
o’clock Mr. Tobin made me get into the 
wagon and ride. After riding about a 
anile I got out and gave my place toPoole 
who was getting tired. That was all the 
ride I had that day, making twenty-one 
miles instead of twenty-two. We tramped 
on under the hot sun, picking black- 
berries to quench our thirst. About six 
I began to feel lame and stiff; we had 
about four miles more to go, the rest of 
the party were getting lame too, and 
went slower. I could not keep up with 
the wagon to save ray life. I sat down 
by the side of the road with a feeling 
that I did not care what happened to me 
or whether I was lost or not. I soon saw 
a boy coming up the road in uniform like 
jniue and “N. II. C.” on his hat, so I 
knew he was one of our party. As he 
came near 1 said “halloo,” and asked 
him his name. Atkins, he said: he in re- 
turn asked mine. I found he was in my 
company. We walked along together, 
iie was bare-footed and a little lame. 

After walking about half a mile we 
«aw ou the road-side two boys in uni- 
forms, lying down and faciug the bushes, 
turned away from the road; they arose 
and saluted us. I recognized oue as the 
bov who had been sentenced to guard 
duty in his tent. We four walked ou 
together in the growing darkness, not 
caring a snap whether we went the right 
way or not. We had the mouutain in 
front and we went for that. About half 
way up the mountains we came to a hotel. 
We asked some men if they had seen a 
party of soldiers going up this way; 
they* said they had, and they had been 
gone about an hour. We thanked them 
and went ou, it was pitch dark; we sat 
down to rest a little while. We soon 
beard footsteps aud a young man came 
up to us and said “hurry up, boys, the 
rest of them are a mile aud a half ahead. 
1 saw that it was the Capt. of Co. B. He 
bad a whip aud lie tingled our legs to 
make us go; we said that we would not 
go another step, but we had to. I never 
heard blessings uttered so fast as then. 
I am not in the habit of swearing but 1 
never came so near it as 1 did then. We 
hoou came up with the team: the boys 
were all around and the first thing 1 did 
w as to diop right down in the dusty road. 
1 lay there about fifteen minutes when 
we were called to the wagou to get some- 
thing to eat. I was given a piece of 
bread and butter aud half a cup of cold 
coffee. Alter the other boys were given 
the s me amount we were each given a 
cracker and butter but no coffee; there 
was no watter to drink and we were 
very thirsty. We began to hunt arouud 
by the side of the road in the woods for 
a brook or spring. I was stumbling 
along in the dark when I suddenly found 
myself up to my knees iu a brook of 
cold water. 1 uttered a cry of “water! 
water!” and dipned my cup into the 
brook twice aud drank it down without 
thinking whether the water was clean 
or not. Iu a minute there were a dozen 
around tue drinking the water without 
thiuking. I afterwards thought of it; 
luckily it was pure; oue of the boys 
thought he had swallowed a bug aud the 
thought made him very uneasy. When I 
got back 1 had another cracker but no 
butter. After eating that 1 craw led up 
ou the wagon to have a nap. As 1 was 
getting up 1 saw a half of a cracker ou 
the seat A boy (who lived within a 
mile of me at home, but whom I never 
saw before) saw rt loo aud tried to get it 
before I did. Wo had a light over it; 
while we were trying to knock each other 
off of the team, Bates picked up the 
cracker aud ate it; that made us both 
laugh, we shook bauds aud were frieuds. 
We got down aud went to a group of 
officers to Hud out w hat was to be done. 

Our camp-fire made it quite light aud 
we uow went to it to get warm. We 
beard one of the officers say that he 
thought the other party was on the 
shores of the lake aud if we could get to 
them we could have something to eat; 
that of course set us all to seauuiug the 
• lark uess around us; we discovered a 
faint light about three miles away and 
reflected iu the water near it. We did 
/rot know whether it was the camp-fire 


of our other party or that of some 
strange one: we thought we would try 
and find out for wo were very hungry. 
We decided to give the camp yell, wl\ich 
was like this: “Rigardy, rigardy, wha 
ho ha: boomiling boomiling sis boomba; 
N. H. C.. N. II. C ; wo aro jolly 
companee.” 

We listened about two minutes, when 
very faintly wo heard tho yell answered. 
How we cheered and jumped; wo gave it | 
again and listened. 1 shall never forget 
how the yell was wafted back to us on 
that frosty night air. It was very sweet 
music to us and then the notes of the 
bugle wore distinguished playing taps, 
which was very sweet. It soemed very 
romantic to seo our boys in uniforms 
standing round in the faint glee of the 
fire listening to such pretty music; It in- 
spired us all and we did not feel the 
least bit tired. We at onco harnessed in 
the horse and marched down the moun- 
tain side to tho notes of tho fife. Wo 
soon began to sing tho very silly song of 
“forty-nine blue bottles,” which every 
boy who has been to camp kuows. I 
sung that night so loud that, for days 
after it, I could not speak above a hoarse 
whisper. We got within a mile of the 
othor camp when we halted and went 
into camp for ourselves for the night. 
About ten o’clock we built a largo fire 
and, wrapping ourselves in our blankets, 
lay down in rows close together. Bates 
then began to have some fun; first he 
hid his hat and then started to run over 
the rows of boys (some just dropping to 
sleep), hollering for his hat. He said he 
would lick us all if we did not give him 
his hat. He stepped on my head and 
hurt some, but I could not help laughiug. 
Most of the boys were swearing at him. 
This plensed Bates very much, and he 
tried it ngaiu.but oue of the boys oauglit 
him aud held his foot: that was the last 
I remember that night. I will say that 
the boys of tho Natural History Camp 
are not a set of swearing, vulgar boys, 
but that night they were so tired that 
they did not care what they said or did.

A VISIT TO THE PARKER MEMORIAL— CUL- 
TURED YOUNG WOMEN BUSILY. TOILING 
FOR SWEET CHARITY’S SAKE— SCENES 
AND INCIDENTS OF THE DISTRIBUTION. 


The best possible way to learn about 
the Fruit aud Flower Mission is to go 
some Tuesday or Friday morning about 
10 o’clock, to the hall of the Parker Me- 
morial Building ou Berkeley st., Boston. 
There the visitor will find a number of 
ladies, mostly young, seated around long 
tables, literally heaped with flowers, busily 
forming them into small bouquets with 
deft fingers. There are basins of water 
on the tables to receive the bunches as 
they are formed. In the vestibule are 
piles of baskets, large and small, all 
plainly addressed to “The Fruit aud 
Flower Mission, Parker Memorial Hall,” 
with the name of some town or section 
below, Jamaica Plain, Brookline, Dor- 
chester, Newton and most of the suburb- 
an districts are represented, for the 
mission is principally indebted to those 
who .have gardens, although in many 
cases, the churches as a body contribute. 

In the small room beside the large hall 
the baskets are received and emptied, and 
thence the contents are distributed to 
the busy workers at the tables. The 
most striking feature of the room is a 
large shallow .trough, ziuc-lined, filled 
with water and covered by a large- 
meshed wire netting, in which the 
bouquets are placed as they are formed 
uutil all is iu readiness to send them to 
their ulitmate destination. It is a very 
pretty sight when filled with the gorgeous 
blooms. All kinds of gay flowers are 
here; masses of wonderful-tinted nas- 
turtiums with their endless variations of 
scarlet and yellow, some pale as the last 
faint gold of sunset, some brilliant as its 
first aeep red; pansies, that might well 
be adopted as the emblem-flower of the 
mission which is a thought for the happi- 
ness of others, lustrous beyond compari- 
son ih their rich purple aud gold; wild 
flowers with their flaunting brightness 
and old-fashioned garden blooms, witli a 
rare rose or two. These are combined 
with feathery grasses and ferns into 
bouquets pretty enough to grace any 
room however beautiful iu adornment. 

When a sufficient number to fill several 
baskets are prepared the work of distri- 
bution is begun. Miss Dennie, the 
secretary of the mission, superintends 
this part, assigning to those who are 
willing to distribute, their places of 
visitation. Among the first places visit- 
ed are the diet kitchen ou Beuuet street 
and the freo dispensary near it. The 
diet kitcheu is intended to supply suit- 
able food to the sick poor and the persou 
in charge gives the flowers to those who 
receive the food. At the dispensary a 
different method is pursued. The young 
women who give their labor to the cause 
heie come directly iu coutact with the 
recipients of their friendly thoughts. It 
is au interesting place, this dispensary, 
aud sad enough with the groups of 
“prisoners of poverty” who sit on loug 
benches awaiting their turn for consul- 
tation with the physicians. Most of them 
are ueatly though poorly dressed, and 
mauy of the number are men. The ab- 
sence of the American physiognomy is 
striking aud significant. There is a 
large proportion of swarthy-faced 
Italians, but by far the greater number 
are unmistakably Celtic iu type. They 
are all alike, however, iu their pleasure 
at receiving the flowers, although some 
ate more demonstrative than others. 
Oddly enough, too, the men exhibit more 
interest than the women. Oue old man 
with a face like a gnarled apple, round, 
red aud wrinkled, says: “Oh. bless ye, 
miss. Sure it’s good o’ ye!” Another, 
whose visage is hard aud rough as the 
outside of a chestnut burr, takes the 
offering with a grunt that sounds as 
much like a curse as a blessing, but he 
puts the flowers to his face and inhales 
their fragrance. 

Two large baskets have thus been dis- 
posed of and we return to the hall for 
more. Meanwhile others have gouo out 
ou similar errands aud we join the ranks 
of the workers at the tables. There is a 
lively chattering going ou — it would be 
difficult for a score or more of young 
women to sit side by side for hours with- 
out chattering. Many of them are friends 
and there is a free-masomy iu a common 
purpose that renders conversation easy 
oven between strangers. Many subjects 
are lightly touched upon, for these are, 
with almost no exceptions, girls of cul- 
ture. Miss Wilkins’ Now England stories 
are discussed aud an occasional keen 
criticism is uttered. Current literature 
and music, with a touch of theatrical 
topic, furnish tbemoi for conversation as 
the masses of loose flowers take form 


and consistency. The prottv girl from 
Jamaica Plain makes bouquets with 
slender lingers ns skilful in that as In 
putting on paper the dainty stories that 
appear from time to time iu Ilarpor’s 
Bazar and justify her claim to a name 
that has been honored iu American liter- 
ature for many years, since, though not 
itself creative, it has given to the world 
the creations of our most famous writers. 

The swift fingers ntovo to such effect 
that by 2 o’clock ah mt 2000 bouquets 
have been made, a number of looso 
fi >wers are put into baskets for distribu- 
tion among the children in the summer 
schools and day nurseries. Tho day is 
so far advanced and so many places aro 
yet to be visited that a carriage is ordered 
and five baskets of flowers are placed 
therein and sent off in care of two of the 
ladies. Tho first call is at the Home for 
Aged Women on Revere street. Tho old 
ladies are delighted to get the flowers, 
and express their pleasure in warm 
terras. It is no small task to traverse 
the long corridors ou four floors but 
there is a good deal to interest one in the 

E leasaut tidy rooms with their white 
aired occupants who receive their 
visitors with such cordiality. The home 
is very pleasantly situated, overlooking 
the river and seems far away from tho 
city although in tho heart of it. 

At the Eye and Ear Infirmary on 
Charles st root, tho sight is heartbreaking. 
Every bead is bandaged to some extent 
aud we seem to have gone into a world 
of universal suffering. Yet oven there 
they smile aud are grateful for the 
flowers. The eyeless inmates cheerfully 
inhale the fragrance aud so console them- 
selves for the loss of the beauty of color. 
A basket is left at the Ilelpiug Hand 
home on the same street, to bo given to 
the girls who board there when they re- 
turn from their daily labor. Another 
basket is left at the Home for Colored 
Women on Myrtle street, and as we tra- 
verse this unknown part of the city it 
seems like a foreign place. The last 
place to be visited i3 the box factory on 
Green street. Hero we are welcomed 
with effusion. There are a groat many 
girls here and a number of young men 
and they crowd around us with an eager- 
ness that makes our task doubly pleas- 
aut. We go to every floor, (there are 
three), and the toilers take their flowers 
with unfeigued delight. Oue exception 
must be made, however. A young wo- 
man with a hard, sulleu face looked at 
me as I offered the flowers, with an ex- 
pression of dislike and said rudely, 
“Don’t want thefn.” Poor thing, she 
must have had a sad life to so harden her 
that she mistrusts the motive iu every- 
thing and cannot accept so small a kind- 
ness as a bunch of flowers. Another re- 
fused the gift, but with a pleasant smile 
aud the words, “I have plenty at home, 
aud I’d rather the girls who have none, 
should have them.” In every oase the 
men were delighted to get them, and 
once as we stopped before the Old 
Ladies’ Home a young man asked for a 
“bunch of pinks,” and, receiving them, 
held them for a moment with an ex- 
pression like a caress, then moved on, 
still looking at them with a smile. It 
was realh very pretty and touching. 
Many of the flowers were given to the 
children who crowded around whenever 
we stopped, and they could not have dis- 
played more pleasure if they had re- 
ceived the pennies or candies that usual- 
ly are supposed to be the only things 
that reach a child’s heart. 

There was only one really funny in si- 
dent in the day. At the Home for Aged 
Women we were greeted by an old wo- 
man with “What you want?” She was 
asked if she would like some flowers. 
“Towers? What’s towers? They ain’t 
good to eat. They ain’t my supper. 
Towers no good!” said the simple-mind- 
ed old woman, whose life was evidently 
reduced to eating and sleeping. 

The mission needs m6re contributions 
of fruit. Flowers come liberally, but 
there is little fruit, and in the hospitals 
and sick rooms they visit, for the places 
I have described form but a small part of 
their work, the fruit would be invalu- 
able.

THE McKINLEY BILL. 


1 *11 Y ITS FRUITS.” 


[The Boston Herald.] 

There is much labor in argument ex- 
pended to show that the McKinley tariff 
has not injured business and interfered 
with tho comfort of the people. We 
have before us as we write a statement 
exultantly made that “the oountry has 
not as yet witnessed tbe universal trade 
stagnation which the Democratic and 
mugwump papers prophesied.” We 
have no recollection of ‘'universal trade 
stagnation” having beon prophesied, nor 
do we believe such a prophecy waR ever 
made. What was said of the McKinley 
tariff was that it was intended to make 
prices higher to the people. That it 
would do this was not seriously denied 
by those who favored the policy which 
the McKinley tariff embodied. It was 
openly avowed by Gen. Harrison as a 
candidate for the presidency when he 
in effect objected to the people having 
cheap goods, using the famous illustra- 
tion that “a cheap coat implied a cheap 
man inside the coat.” It was avowed by 
Mr. McKinley, the author of the tariff. 
It was the burden of many of the 
speeches of authorized representatives 
in its favor. Thev argued that, while 
prices would rise, the augmented amount 
of business and tho increase of wages of 
labor would more than compensate for 
this addition to the expense of living. 

Tho 'universal wave of indignation 
which swept through the country against 
this attempt to increase the price of liv- 
ing by adding to taxation has lnd the 
effect completely to change the tone of 
the advocates of tho McKinley tariff. 
They are now trying to prove that it will 
not do what they framed it to accom- 
plish. It does not raise prices, they say; 
it does not even prevent importation. 
We are obtaining substantially as many 
foreign goods, and we are getting them 
at the old rates to the Americau 
consumer. In other words, the McKinley 
tariff, in its protective features, is 
practically in-operative. That being so, 
it may well be asked where was the 
utility in passing it. But, of course, it is 
not so. The McKinley tariff is as ob- 
noxious in its protective features as the 
worst anticipations led the public to be- 
lieve it would be. It is by passing them 
over and dwelling upon its single nou- 
protectivo or free trade feature of im- 
portance, that relating to sugar, that the 
attempt is chiefly made nowadays to 
justify the law. 

But even in this light it will be ob- 
served the most that it is claimed by the 
writer we are quoting is that there is not 
“universal trade stagnation.” That the 
McKinley tariff has been a success in any 
way in the ten months of its operation 
very few have the hardihood to assert. 
The people fully understand that it is 
not only wrong in principle, but a failure 
already in its effects. They understand 
this so well that there is not the least 
probability that any efforts to deceive 
them on this point will prove successful. 
The business of the country is the 
test on this point. If the business of 
the country is not “universally stag- 
nated,” it is far from being in that en- 
couraging state which the advocates of 
the tariff promised the public. There 
is a depression in business, and it is a 
depression which may be distinctly 
traced to the tariff. «So radical an in- 
terference as the McKinley bill with 
business could not fail to produce some 
effect. The effect in this case has been 
disastrous. There is not an intelligent 
business man in the country but knows 
that business would have beta better to- 
day if it had been left alone by legislators 
at Washington. 

The fact iB that so important an in- 
crease in taxation as was made could not 
fail to injure business. A great deal has 
been said about tbe prices of certain ar- 
ticles being kept down, This is, in it- 
self, evidence of au abnormal state of 
affairs in tho business world. We do 
not yet know, in many cases, what will 
be the permanent operation of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff upon prices. Perhaps we 
may never know, for it may be repealed, 
or essentially modified, beforo these 
prices get into operation. The absurdity 
of the claim that this tariff is not to raise 
prices is shown, if in nothing else, by 
the enormous importation it occasioned 
because of theceitainty among importers 
that prices were to be raised. This has 
been a disturbing elemeut in the market. 
Wheu the price of an article is quoted, in 
order to justly estimate the effect of the 
tariff ou this, it is necessary tc know the 
extent of the importation of that article 
in anticipation of the tariff. Such im- 
portation is keeping tho cost of articles 
down even now. Stocks have been laid 
in sufficient to last many months in a 
good condition of markets. Thus there 
have been large overstocks. This is in 
itself enough to destroy a good market. 
With a bad market has come depressed 
trade and the necessity of crowding 
goods iuto sale at inadequate prices. 
Low’ rates indicate distress in business 
more than anything else. 

The first ten months of the McKiuley 
tariff thus show that its supporters, in 
justifying its effects in operation, dwell 
chieflv upon its free trade featuie. These 
mouths prove business to be depressed 
beyond what it was when tho tariff was 
passed or when it went iuto operation. 
They show that, if the intentiou of those 
who framed it is roaii/.ed from such 
operation, the McKiuley tariff must be 
odious without relief, and they give 
grouuds for the belief that only mitiga- 
tiou of this odium comes from accidental 
aud temporary features in the working 
of the law.

COOPER AND SPIRITS. 

Was the novelist converted 

BY THE FOX SISTERS? 


4 Static* In Dr. Griswold's Oflles at 

Which Noted Men Were Present— An- 
swers Through "Spirit' Raps" Which 

Made a Profound Impression. 

The statement by ono of the “Fox 
girls,” of Rochester rappings ffcme, de- 
claring that all the spirit sounds and 
noises were caused by the cracking of 
her toe joints, leads me to give an ac- 
count of a remarkable seance with these 
three girls at the time they paid their 
first visit to New York. After perusing 
it l think tho reason* trill bo satisfied, 
whatever of deception may have been 
practiced, that the toe joint story is an 
Ineffable humlmg. 

It was in 1850 that the Fox girls came 
to New York, astounding reports having 
preceded them of the noisy visitation of 
the spirits which had literally compelled 
them to leave their home. Dr. Rufus 
W. Griswold, the author and critic, oc- 
cupied rooms at that time in Broadway, 
between Bleecker and Houston streets. 
These were on tho first floor and held 
his large and valuable library. 

Ho was an unbeliever in regard to tbe 
“rappings.” not only so far as any spirit- 
ual influences prevailed, but with respect 
to the production of the sounds them- 
selves, which he pronounced “all trick.” 
It was proposed to invite these girls 
to meet a number of gentlemen at Dr. 
Griswold’s rooms, where it was expected 
the “spirits” would be present, when we 
felt confident of exposing the humbug. 

AN INTELLIGENT AUDIENCE. 

The invitation was accepted. At the 
appointed hour the following gentlemen 
met in Dr. Griswold’s apartments: j. 
Fenimore Cooper, George Bancroft, W. 
C. Bryant, the Rev. Dr. Hawkes, Dr. 
John W. Francis, Dr. E. E. Marcy, John 
Bigelow and myself. The three Fox 
girls came promptly. They were seated 
by a table, but not near enough to touch 
it. The company made a large circle 
around it, and we all impatiently waited 
for the performance to begin. Utter in- 
credulity pervaded our little assembly. 

A half hour passed and the spirits 
made no sign. The girls were repeatedly 
asked how soon they would begin to 
demonstrate. They replied gravely that 
the spirits were not under their control; 
that they had intimated they would be 
present — that was all they could say. 

At length raps began to be heard, 
sounding like slight shocks from an elec- 
tric battery. Questions were at once in 
order, and Dr. Francis took the floor. 
His interrogatories were leading ones, 
and at the end of a few minutes he re- 
signed in favor of Dr. Hawkes, the Fox 
girls getting the best of it. With Dr. 
Hawkes, who had been bred a lawyer, 
things did not flow so smoothly with 
them, but there were several answers 
which excited surprise. 

I was seated next to Mr. Cooper, and I 
perceived he exhibited much impatience 
while the questioning was going on. 
When Dr. Hawkes finished, Cooper ex- 
claimed, "Let me have hold of them.’’ 
He began accordingly. Here are the 
questions and answers: 

"Some years ago I lost a near relative. 
Was it a male or a female?” 

"A female.” 

“By a natural death or otherwise?” 

"Otherwise.” 

“Please rap the number of years since 
the person died." 

INDISPUTABLE EVIDENCE. 

The rappings began. We all listened 
attentively, counting tbe number. As 
it ran from twenty to thirty, from thirty 
to forty, from forty to fifty, we began to 
hold our breath. The rappings stopped 
at fifty-eight There was some discussion 
whether it was fifty-seven or fifty-eight, 
and it was rapped over again at fifty- 
eight. 

I had watched Cooper narrowly. As 
the raps proceeded he became deadly 
pale. At the conclusion all eyes were 
turned on him. 

"Gentlemen,” said he, "when I was 
about two years old my sister was killed 
by being thrown from her horse. The 
years since then have been correctly 
rapped.” 

I saw that Cooper was profoundly af- 
fected. This did not, however, stop the 
proceedings. Mr. Bancroft suggested 
that the rappings should be transferred 
to the door, he being on one side and 
Bryant on the other. No questions were 
asked, but the rups came out strong. 
After some further experiments we ad- 
journed with the feeling that we had not 
succeeded in "confounding tho Fox 
girls," and we agreed that the least said 
about it the better. 

Fenimore Cooper died about eighteen 
months after this occurrence. Two or 
three years later I was dining with Mr. 
Phinney of the book firm of Ivisou & 
Phinuey, and a near connection of Mr. 
Cooper’s. In tho course of conversation 
he asked me if I knew Cooper had be- 
come a confirmed spiritualist before his 
death. I said 1 did not. He assured me 
of the fact, but could not account for it. 
I told him I believed I could account for 
it, aud 1 repeated to him what 1 have 
now recorded here. — Richard B. Kimball 
in New York Times.

Tue death of James Russell Lowell, on 
Wednesday, at his home iu Cambridge, 
removes the foremost American man of 
letters, and almost the last of the brilliant 
group of writers who have made Dostou 
the literary centre of the couutry. His 
country may well be proud of him, and 
bis writings have had an important in- 
fluence on its history. Although literary 
subjects wore a favorite theme with him, 
and his essays are the finest things of 
their kind, yet his political writings 
made him most widely known, and ‘The 
Bigelow Papers” cannot be neglected by 
any who wish to know the causes that 
led to the birth of the anti-slavery party. 
Ilis interest iu public affairs was always 
keen and his political essays a few years 
ago proved that his insight into political 
affairs had not been dimmed by age nor [ 
by a long residence abroad. He was too 
great a man for any political party, and 
bis keen probing of corrupt* places aud 
public abuses made the guilty ones 
wince. Personally, *he was- one of the 
most delightful of men, aud his pupils, 
during his professorship at Harvard, have 
a very keen remembrance of his great 
fund of information on any subject which 
might come up, and the keen and im- 
pressive way in which such information 
was put. It is pleas int to kuow that his 
high rank as a scholar aud writer was 
acknowledged as freely abroad as at 
home, and that he had received the high- 
est honors from the great English Uni- 
versities aud from the educated people 
he met during his life abroad. He helped 
to make the literary fame of New Eng- 
land, and he lived to enjoy the high 
reputation he had so honorably wou. 

Clerk McLaughlin of the House has 
been several years of service, and has 
seen a very valuable and efficient official, 
but the fact that the salary is a com- 
fortable one has long made the posses- 
sion of it by a Democrat a source of 
heart-burning, envy and dissatisfaction 
with certain followers of Mr. Flanagan 
of Texas, who believe that the offices 
are what they are here for. There has 
not been a word of fault found with Mr. 
McLaughlin aud all agree that he is 
trustworthy aud capable, but these 
envious ones can not understand why a 
Democrat should be allowed to draw a 
salary, when it might he drawn by a 
Republican. The Milford Journal has 
been in no end of trouble over the 
matter, and now a small clique of Boston 
politicians has taken it up aud they : 
think it would be a good idea to boom ! 
Secretary E. 13. Hayes of the Young Re- 
publican Club for the place. The plan 
lias often been tried bcfoie, hut the 
efficient clerk has been retained and iu 
all probability he will he iu the future. 
The majority of Republicans believe in 
civil service reform, although a few in 
the party do their utmost to prove that 
the spoils are all that the party is here 
for. Fortunately they only attract at 
tention iu the dull season of the year. 

The drift towards Mr. Crapo seems to 
have been somewhat interfered with i 
siuce last week and there are sigus of au 
earnest effort to boom young Mr. Allen 
of Lowell, which may or may not be 
successful. Mr. Crapo is too much of a 
man to suit some of the party leaders, 
aud as governor he would be his own 
master, and his age and experience iu ! 
public life would give him greater in- 
fluence than any young man could hope 
to attain. There is a United States 
Senator-ship in prospect, and some of the 
aspirauts fear the effect upon their own 
chances if such a man as Mr. Crapo 
were governor. Aud iu this they are 
probably wise, as Mr. Crapo would make 
an excellent candidate for Uuited States 
Senator, and is much better qualified to 
fill it than Congressman Lodge, for 
instance. Nevertheless, the Crapo boom 1 
lias gathered such headway, that it will be 
a difficult matter to heud it off, uud his j 
nomination would be of great benefit to 
the party in this fall’s campaign. 

A correspondent gives the other side of J 
the case of Judge Brewer, iu au article I 
published this week, aud shows thut 
according to the law, he could have made ) 
no other decision than the one to which 
Mr. i'aitridge objected. The correspon- 
dent says that Judge Brewer is a strong 
r.c in pe ranee man, hut lie is also a good 
lawyer, uud iu makiuu u decision, a 
judge has to consider the laws governing 1 
the case and not his personal sympathies, 
uoiuethiug which critics do not always 
consider. Mr, Partridge, however, has 1 
the courage of coin ict ions, aud is 
willing to take th * responsibility of 
making his statements over his owu j 
signature. 


A gentleman who has been travelling 
about a good deal this summer, says that 
Newton people are very pervasive. He 
has not visited a summer resort, how- 
ever small, or gone on an excursion 
steamer, or stopped over in any city, but 
he has found at least one person from 
Newton, and generally half a dozen from 
some part of Newton wore found enjoy- 
ing themselves. He thinks thnt the 
Newton people are great travellers and 
this is proved by a glance at the local 
columns of the GRAPHIC.

It is said 
that the terms of tho treaty provide that 
Mr. Lodge shall succeed Seuator Dawes, 
aud that Mr. Barrett shall go toCougross 
and then become governor. An inciden- 
tal provision of the treaty is that Mr 
Crapo shall bo elected governor and in 
time succeed Senator Hoar.

Strange that auy mau should not 
be happy to go dowu to posterity as 
plying oetweeu East or South Boston 
and Boston proper— not that all Boston 
is not highly proper — r id being divided 
iuto a Ladies’ Cabin and a Gents’ Cabin. 
Mayor Matthews is too fastidious. 


The New Eugland Homestead has re- 
ports from 1000 of the special applo 
regions of the country, from which it 
predicts a heavy sliortago in winter 
apples. There is a lareo crop of fall 
apples, but winter ones will be quite ns 
scarce as last year.

A Terrible Appel It*. 

A prominent physician of Louisville 
claims to hnvo a case which is unique in 
the history of medicine, and is that of a 
child of six years old which has devel- 
oped an appetite for her owu blood. The 
child is that of respectable parents, who 
are exceedingly sensitive on the subject 
of the little one’s unheard of character- 
istics, and their reluctance to have the 
matter made publio has prevented the 
doctor reporting the case for the benefit 
of the profession. He has. however, 
taken into consultation a famous Eng- 
lish physician, who agrees with him in 
pronouncing tho case unparalleled. 

Tho child is an intelligent little girl, 
of a gentle disposition and apparently 
quite healthy. When asked why she 
wants to suck her blood she declares 
she is thirsty for it and cannot help do- 
ing it. Her singular appetite is of only 
about six weeks’ duration, and was first 
noticed by her mother finding her one 
morning bathed in blood, with a wound 
tom in her forearm. 

Supposing a rat had bitten her the 
doctor was summoned, who, questioning 
the child, was horrified to hear her 
frankly state she had inflicted the wound 
herself. She has repeated the act some 
half a dozen times since fit irregular in- 
tervals, and narrowly escaped bleeding to 
death on one or two occasions. She has 
been severely punished for the act, but 
to no avail. Her parents declare that 
there is nothing in the family history to 
explain the thing. It is thought the 
child will outgrow’ the morbid appetite. 
—Philadelphia Times. 


To Obviate Trolley Totes. 

If the invention of Dr. Bates, of this 
city, stands the test of experiment the 
eutire electric railway system of over- 
head wires and poles will soon bo super- 
seded by a simple conduit bolted to the 
center of the track. Some such inven- 
tion is greatly needed. The overhead 
maze of wires is a constant source of de- 
lay and danger. The place for all elec- 
tric wires, whether for railways, tele- 
graphs or telephones, is underground, 
or properly insulated aud protected iu 
conduits, as proposed by Dr. Bates. 

The main difficulty to be apprehended 
with the new invention is with snow and 
ice in winter. The slot which admits 
the trolley arm from the car into the 
conduit is protected from rain and dust 
by a steel strip which acts with a spring. 
If this strip and spring can protect the 
slot alike from rain and dust in summer, 
and from snow and ice in winter, the in- 
vention may prove to be one of the most 
important in years. President Lowry 
deems the invention to possess consider- 
able merit, and will undoubtedly give it 
thorough trial. — Minneapolis Tribune.

it is no insignificant fact that the men 
who have moulded the world’s philosphicnl, 
religious and literary thought, from Pinto 
to ( nrlyle, were men who loveu nature. 

And it is an impressive thought tiiat 
Christ himself was a lover of nature, and 
often retired from his disciples uud the 
thronging multitudes, to be alone at night 
under the quiet stars.iu the desert solitudes ;

William Gormly is a farmer in Hick- 
ory township.

The Ice Cure. 

About two years ago a contributor to 
The North American Review called at- 
tention to the hygienic value of refriger- 
ation, and predicted that climatic fevers 
would yet be cured in ice cooled hospi- 
tals. That prediction seems to have been 
verified by an actual experiment. Ha- 
vaua papers publish circumstantial re- 
ports from Santiago de Cuba where a 
Spanish physician is treating, and in- 
variably curing, yellow fever patients in 
a camera polar (polar chamber), i. e., in 
a sanitarium reduced by means of ice 
to a temperature nearly 40 degs. below 
the average of the outdoor atmosphere. 
The result appears plausible enough, ami 
the only puzzle seems why Yankee en- 
terprise has not long ago acted upoa the 
hint that the first night frosts put a stop to 
the malariul disorders of our gulf states. 

New Sugar Process. 

It is claimed that a new process bus 
recently been made in the manufacture 
of sorghum sugar by which gum sub- 
stances may be eliminated from the sac- 
charine matter, and which will make 
the cane yield from fifty to seventy 
pounds more sugar to the ton than it 
has been doing. Professor Wiley, who 
has been experimenting iu this, says that 
sorghum sugar will bring about three 
cents a pound and possibly four cents. 
This will give the farmer more for his 
product than anything else he can pro- 
duce, uud still leave a good profit to the 
manufacturer.— Ne\y York Journal.

Captain Nathaniel Richards, who has 
^oen a whaler all hia life, until old age 
forced him to give tip the aea, waa the 
guest of the officers of the United States 
frigate Constellation on Sunday evening 
«t dinner. Captain Richards is in his 
ninety-fourth year, and what makes his 
viqit remarkable is that it was the Con- 
•tollation which rescued him from the 
Chilians seventy years ago. In 1821 Cap- 
tain Richards sailed from Stonington on 
a sealing voyage. He got around to the 
coast of Chili, was captured with others 
while ashore, waa taken to tho interior 
and pnt to work in the mines. 

For six or seven months he toiled for 
hia masters, brutally treated and half 
starved. At last an opportunity offered 
for escape. He made for the coast, hotly 
pursued, but he reached there, and steal- 
ing a boat he made a long and perilous 
Toyage until the Constellation came into 
Yiew. He was taken on board and ate 
his first hearty tneal since leaving his 
own vessel. He remained on board until 
the frigate returned home. 

This incident came to the knowledge 

2 f the officers of the vessel now in the 
arbor, and they sent a courteously 
written invitation to the aged seaman re- 
questing the pleasure of his company at 
dinner. Captain Richards accepted, 
and the Constellation’s steam launch 
took him from the shore to the frigate, 
where ho was received with due honors. 
He was seated at the post of honor, and 
the officers made much of him. As the 
old gentleman's mind is clear and his 
memory retentive, he did his share in 
making the event an interesting one for 
his entertainers. This is the first time 
he has seen the vessel since it brought 
him home in 1821. — New London Cor. 
New York Sun. 


A Big Icicle Falls. 

Monday a loud noise and slight shak- 
ing of the earth caused no little wonder- 
ment among the residents near the hill. 
Investigation proved the cause to be an 
ice slide. A small and innocent spring 
issues from the side of one of the moun- 
tains, its waters spreading and flowing 
over a steep incline of rock. During the 
winter months ice formed against this 
wall of stone, increasing in size, until 
one vast icicle, fully 20 feet in thickness 
and 1,000 feet in length, projecting into 
the valley below. 

From the warmth of the sun and its 
own weight it released its hold and 
thundered down the mountain side, 
carrying everything before it, even trees 
three feet in diameter. Those who have 
visited the place say that the foot of the 
cliff presents a mass of broken ice, trees, 
limbs and earth fifty feet, in height. 
This is a repetition of occasional occur- 
rences in previous years, but on a grander 
ecale.— Seattle (Wash.) Telegraph. 


Klectrtc Light Flailing. 

The sloop Lou has gone on a novel 
fishing expedition to last from one to 
three months. An electric plant is on 
hoard, and the fishing is to be done by 
the aid of incandescent lights and a net. 
Experiments in the bay proved that 
everything alive under the water is at- 
tracted by the glare of the light, and 
thousands of fish of every description 
can be taken in a short time and with 
little trouble. 

Four men were on board and the boat 
oteered for the banks near San Clement 
island. The practical result of the first 
voyage will be watched with much in- 
terest in this city, and if it is as success- 
ful in deep water as the experiments in 
the bay have been the projectors of the 
enterprise are confident they will have 
solved the problem of supplying all 
southern California with cheap fish.— 
San Diego Cor. San Francisco Examiner. 


Danger In a Tin Pan. 

Mr. John Siverly bought a half pound 
of powder, a pair of shoes and a new tin 
pan in Moulton this week.

A 94,000,000 Bridge. 

Oue of the longest and most costly 
railway bridges in the country is now 
being erected in the newest portion of 
the United States, almost at its extreme 
western boundary, the great steel bridge 
which the Uuiou Pacific is building 
across the Columbia river at Vancouver, 
Wash. The length from the Washing- 
ton to the Oregon shore will be 6,000 
feet, and the draw pier will be over 400 
feet long. The cost of the structure 
will be over |4 ,000,000.

The outrage on the Turkish rail- 
way and tho stories of brigands which 
have Utely filled our newspapers seem 
to have acted on tho imagination of two 
boys named Oscar Scheffner and George 
May. They determined to become ban- 
dits, and they prevailed on several of 
their schoolfellows to join them. The 
average ago of the band was . thirteen. 
They inaugurated their defiance of the 
law by boldly playing truant, and then 
they took refuge in the wild* of the 
Grunewald, where, in true brigand fash- 
ion, they hid themselves. 

After a night passed in this fashion 
they felt the pangs of hunger, and con- 
sequently they sallied forth at an early 
honr and seized the milk cans and bas- 
kets of new rolls which had been left at 
the doors of the neighboring villas. 
This, however, they thought was scarce- 
ly heroic, and their next step waa to gar- 
rote an old gentleman who was taking a 
morning stroll in the park. Somehow 
or other the Berlin police got wind of 
the affair, and the juvenile bandits were 
seized. They are now languishing in 
grewsomo dungeons, where, by means 
of a cane administered at intervals, it is 
hoped that they may be made aware of 
the historic fact that in northern Eu-

Argentine Frenchmen In Want. 

The grant of the French government 
of 1,000,000 francs toward tho expense of 
bringing distressed French emigrants in 
the Argentine Republic back to France 
is sufficiently significant of the inex- 
pediency of emigration to that country 
at this time. Mr. Herbert, British secre- 
tary of legation at Buenos Ayres, is 
clearly at one with the French authori- 
ties on this point, for he expresses a hope 
that the flow thither of British emigra- 
tion may cease for the present. 

The Bri tish colonist adds to other causes 
of failure a special difficulty in acquir- 
ing the language of the people. His com- 
petitor, the Italian laborer, on the con- 
trary, owing to the similarity of the 
language, climate and habits of the 
country with what he has been accus- 
tomed to, feels himself comparatively at 
home on landing, besides finding himself 
surrounded by a large number of his 
countrymen.— Paris Cor. London Tele- 
graph. 

Vandal* In the Adirondack*. 

Visitors from the Cbateaugay lakes, 
Adirondacks, says that the glory of that 
region of trout and deer has departed. 
Notwithstanding the liberal stocking 
that has been done every year, the trout 
are small and scarce. The miners use 
giant powder in the spring holes and on 
the spawning beds, and the hotel keep- 
ers are afraid to complain. In addition 
to this, many of the residents go up the 
side streams and catch fingerlings by the 
hundred. This is always fatal to good 
fishing. As long as the little fish are 
left undisturbed, the stock is kept up; 
but going up the little brooks and fishing 
them out is killing the goose that lays 
the golden egg.— Forest and Stream. 


Voice Figure*.

San 
Francisco itself escuped, thanks to the 
irrepressible counter currents of sea 
winds, but Sacramento, a little further 
inland, thought itself lucky to get off 
with 100.

—The Centre Catholic church is to be of 
a most pleasing style of architecture. The 
parish of Newton Centre was formed only 
a short time ago, and Father Wholey of 
Boston was assigned as their priest. The 
people formerlv attended either the church 
of Our Lady at Newton or St. Map ’s church 
at Newton Upper Balls, and t.iey were 
greatly gratified when they were allowed a 
lather aud an difice of worship all their 
own. Tne parish boundaries include New- 
ton Centre, Chestnut Ilill, Newton High- 
lands aud a portion of what was the New- 
ton parish, and the number of souls within 
tins area aggregates about 1200. Tin? new 
church is situated at the corner of Centre 
and Crescent streets, where a house and 
land have already been purchased, and 
the location is very near tne centre of the 
village. The church is designed by Rand 
it Taylor, Boston architects, Mr. B. E. 
Taylor of the firm being a resident of New- 
ton Centre. Iris a decided innovation in 
ecclesiastical architecture in New England, 
the ideas which led to this design being 
the result of studies of architecture in 
foreign countries by one of the firm <d 
designers during an extended trip in 
Europe. The result is novel, harmonious, 
perfectly legitimate and certainly more 
American than a strict adherence to classic 
orders could have been at a greater ex- 
penditure and a sacrifice of interior size 
and arrangement. The general dimensions 
of the church are as follows: Total length, 
lid feet; total width. 70 feet; height of 
ridge, 53 feet; height of tower, 88 feet. 
The vestry is designed to accommodate 050 
Dersons and the auditorium 8C) persons. 
The materials used in the construction are 
c million brick, with trimmings of reddish- 
pink granite. The large Tuscan columns 
at the main entrance are of polished red 
granite and the broad flight of steps are of 
the same material ns the trimmings. The 
loggia it is proposed to treat in a pure 
Italian renaissance style, with mosaic 
pavement and a beautiful vaulting, covered 
with mosaic or tiles, above. The main 
roof is to be covered with sea green slate 
and the tower roofs with .Spanish tiles. 
The towers are arranged to accommodate 
a chime of bells. The interior is to be 
treated as a simple Roman basilica, with a 
broad nave terminated by a triumphal arch 
and a semi-circular chancel or sanctuary. 
The basement only is to be finished at 
once, as this is needed to accommodate the 
large congregation. This will be finished 
very simply in hard nine, and the more 
elaborate portions will be left in a rough 
.'trite for tin* present. The foundation is 
being put in by T. 1). Sullivan <>f Newton 
Highlands, ^and the work is to be pu>hed 
forward to get the building ready for oc- 
cupancy before Christum*. ,

There were a 
few Italians in the vicinity at the time of 
the shooting, but it was impossible to get 
any particulars as they could not speak 
English. One of the Italians at the shanty 
said they had been annoyed of late by per- 
sons, evidently unfriendly, hanging around 
the camp, some of whom had used threat- 
ening language.

Tbe laborer* employed on the construc- 
tion work of the city’s newerago system 
failed to show up Tuesday morning. 
They were dissatisfied on account of ir- 
regular payments, and refused to go to 
work. The contractor is James Killion 
of Brighton, who has employed on the 
sewer* nearly 400 Italians, furnished 
through the agency of Gauteano Viola 
of Boston. The men claimed there 
was 4.'* days’ wages due them. They ex- 
pected to get their money from Viola 
last Friday afternoon, but be failed to 
get the wherewithal from Killion. It 
was by his advice, it is said, that the 
Italians struck Tuesday. 

Beside the Italians who have quit work 
voluntarily, others have been at least 
temporarily, thrown out of employment, 
among them the foremen and inspectors. 
One of tbe foremen told a reporter 
that the work bad been dragging along 
and that it was due iu part to the lack of 
proper tools and machinery. "There is 
an unusual amount of ledge work, neces- 
sitating blasting,” he said. “It requires 
special tools and machinery, which we 
bave only been able to secure at inter- 
vals." A delegation of Italians went to 
Brighton to see Mr. Killion but he was 
not at borne. He was seen Tuesday 
evening by a reporter, to whom he made 
the following statement: 

“I have a sufficient amount on hand,” 
he said, “to more thaQ meet all liabili- 
ties. The amount due on my pay roll in 
Newton, for the month, amounts to $12,- 
000. This sum is divided up between 
the Italian laborers and those of other 
nationalities, tbe foremen aud gang 
bosses. There is about $7000 due the 
Italians. I am abundantly able to pay 
the $12,000, or fire times that amount, 
and there is no truth in the rumor that I 
am unable to meet my obligations. 

“It has been my custom to pay off the 
Italian laborers on the Newton sewers 
ou the 11th of each month, but, for rea- 
sons which it is not necessary for me to 
explain, payments were aelayed for 
a lew days. Tbe men would have had 
their mouey Tuesday if the timekeeper 
had been on hand, but, as he was away 
I was obliged to defer payment until 
Wednesday. The men will undoubtedly 
resume work Thursday morning." 

The total number of Italians who went 
out Tuesday figure up 351. These,added 
to the foremen and gang bosses, make a 
grand total of about 400 men. 

On Wednesday Agent Viola, guarded 
by a posse of police, paid off tbe men at 
the camp, they received their wages for 
the month of July as per agreement of 
the contractor. When the meu were 
paid off they were much excited. 

They were dissatisfied because they 
did not receive the whole amount due 
them but the preseuce of the police kept 
them in check, and they were obliged to 
content themselves with what they got. 
Contractor Killion visited the camp yes- 
terday, arriving there shortly before 
noon. His appearance was the occasion 
of a general tumult. The men talked 
excitedly, and made a rush toward the 
place where Mr. Killion sat in his buggy. 
Tbe presence and restraining influence 
of Agent Viola, it is thought, alone pre- 
vtuted his being assaulted. 

u P° n the ad^ce of Agent Viola, 
Mr. Killion left the camp. Tbe men held 
a sort of mass meetiug after Killion’s 
departure, about 1 o'clock, and after 
briefly talking over their troubles, 
marched in a body toward Nonantum 
square. 

Their object was to rind Killion aud to 
demand from him their wages. Nearly 
4(Yi men formed the procession, a motley 
crowd, attired iu their rough working 
clothes, but quite orderly. Tbe march 
of the men from the camp' to Nouantum 
square was a source of serious alarm to 
the residents. The women and children 
especially were badly frightened, and 
fears of a serious outbreak were enter- 
tained. 

Officer Blue notified police headquar- 
ters that the mob had formed and was 
marebiug toward Nonautum square. 
Tbe patrol wagon was at ouce got in 
readiness, aud with a squad of officers 
made a quick run to tbe square, arriving 
before the Italians were ou the ground. 
The sight of the bluecoats seemed to 
diminish the valor of the augry laboiers, 
and the police met with uo difficulty in 
gettiug them to return to the camp. 
They went back as they came, in a body, 
quietly aud orderly. No arrests were 
made aud tbe police anticipate uo serious 
trouble. 

City Marshal Richardson has prepared 
for any ordinary emergency that may 
arise, and extra officers will be assigned 
to duty at the camp. 

Siuce the establishing of the camp 
there bits heeu very little trouble, and 
there has heeu uo difficulty iu handling 
the men until the recent dissatisfaction. 
Cilice the adveut of the Italiaus iu New- 
ton uo arrest of any of their number 
has beeu made.

OH 1.1 FK IN THK N ATI' UAL HISTORY CAMP 
AT WORCESTER.

The next morning dawned with n j 
drizzling rain and fog. It made us all 
feel shiftless; we started for the other 
camp to got some food. After walking 
about half a mile, we came to a cross- 
road and were meditating which way to 
tako tfhon the camp-yell reached us 
through the fog from a direction opposite 
to that which wo were about to take. In 
about ten minutes wo were boasting 
about our tramp to the other party. It 
mado a good many wish to go back with 
us, but wo could not allow that. We 
had a hot clam chowder from canned 
olams, of which wo had a good many. 
After dinuer it cleared away and we 
thought wo would go to the top of the 
mountain. I had worn out one pair of 
shoes and so I put on the other pair; 
half way up the mountain my shoes 
hurt mo and so I took them off and put 
them in ono of tlio carriages, which wero 
all there. They wero going home as 
soon as they came down. It was Thurs- 
day. 

When wo got half way up, wo loft the 
carriages and went on foot, after placiug 
a guard over the horses. I left my boots 
and stockings in the carriage and went 
on, uever thinking I was’nt coming back 
till after the carriage party had gone. 
When we arrived on top and had enjoyed 
the view, the other party started, and 
just too late I remembered my boots. I 
felt discouraged enough but soon got 
over the blues. On our way down I met 
one of our boys with nothing over his 
shoulders but a thin shirt. I asked 
him where his jacket was. He 
said: “half way down to camp by this 
time.” I told him my boots were keep- 
ing company with his jacket; then we 
laughed and hoped that the weather 
would not be bad for his sake, nor the 
roads be bad for miue. We soon came to 
a field of thistles aud to my horror the 
party turned off acioss this field. I 
scratched my feet a good deal and was 
glad to get on to the road again, where 
we rested awhile. But after following 
the road some ways, tho party turned off 
into a field covered with blackberry 
vines. After walking a very painful mile, 
we came to a ravine about forty feet deep 
filled with sharp rocks .and brambles; 
down that we had to go. When we got 
down my feet were bleeding and smart- 
tiug badly ; they rested for my sake and 
then went on. We came to a swamp 
about an eighth of a mile wide, filled in 
with old dead branches of all kinds. 
Over this we went, the branches cutting 
my poor legs dreadfully. It took me a 
long while to get over the swamp aud 
caused delay. No oue could help me, for 
it was all any oue could do to walk alone. 
After the swamp, came a half mile of 
corduroy road; on that I got my feet 
full of splinters. Then came a clay 
road which was, as one of the boys put 
it, “a blessiug to a bare foot boy.” We 
had one or two more fields to cross, but 
they were easy, all except the grass stubs. 
Having now reached camp, we started 
for a swim. As we passed on through 
the woods which surround the shores of 
Lake Wachusett, going single tile, Atkins 
who was in front of me, gave a yell aud 
jumped ahead, and then went headlong 
down the path. I stopped, and Bates be- 
hind me said: “what is them — ;” he 
had not finished his sentence when he 
shrieked in my ear "hornets!” "hornets!'’ 
and started on the run back to camp. I 
made for the lake before I should get ! 
stung. Both boys in front and back of 
me were stung but I was’ut, though I 
had bare leg. After bathing we went 
back to camp for supper. I would have 
given a dollar for a box of cold cream 
or vaseliue, my legs and feet smarted so, 
but I had to grin and bear it. 

That night we had great fun. Bates 
slept right side of me in a long tent with 
two rows of sleeping boys with head* at 
the edge and feet towards the middle. 
Bates had recovered from his stings and 
was full of fun; his harmless jokes kept | 
everybody laughing. At last after an ! 
hour of fooling, Mr. Tobin spoke and 
told him to stop. He answered "yes 
sir,” and iu a minute commenced again. 
Mr. Tobin spoke to him a few* times in 
vain, and at last came over and said 
that it he made another sound he would 
put him out of the tent. Then he began 
to whisper his nonsense to me till I i 
thought I should hurst, but we did j 
manage to fall asleep. I don’t know 
how long I slept when I was awakened 
by laughter. At the top of the tent in 
the moonlight I saw a small animal walk- 
ing about on it. Soon it slid down the 
outside of the tent aud then scampered I 
up aud around and then down again, j 
Bates awoke and pressing his head 
against the top of the tent, the kitten, 
for kitten it was, gave a leap for the j 
hump that arose on the outside and be- | 
gan to scratch. Bates yelled and the fun 
went on. 1 stuck my finger out through 
a hole iu the tent and the kitten bit and ! 
boxed it with her paws. After a while 
Mr. Tobin went out aud brought it in. 1 
grabbed it as it came over my way, On 
stroking it, it cuddled down aud went to 
purring aud to sleep. The rest of us 
Billowed its example, minus the purring. 
That cat stayed and slept with us all 
the time we were there. 

The next day was a rainy one. We 
did little and put (iff our trip home till ( 
next day, which was Saturday, iu the 
morning it rained. We waited awhile 
iu hopes that it would clear but as it did 
not stop raining before ten o’clock, we j 
started. It rained all day except a little 
while at noon. It stopped us if to let us 
have our diuuer. We tramped through 
the mud and wet, which was up to the 
tops of the other boys’ boots, but not of | 
mine, for they were back at the N, II. 
t amp by this time. Bates as usual was 
making us laugh, bis stockings and boots { 
were wet, so he took Mr. Gray's extra 
ones and put them on; being too laige Ire 
stuffed the hoots with hay and trudged 
along to the tune of: 

“Jajft; Left! 

1 left my wife with throe fut babi. 

Hay foot, draw foot, la-lly full of l» unsoup, 
Johnny get your hair cut; feft!” (.and Repeat- 

About one o’clock we stopped for 
dinner and nearly every one of us got 
among some poison ivy. It did not 
lake effect, hut the thought made me 
very uneasy, as I had been poisoned by 
ivy aud dogwood several times. As we 
came near cauip, we heard “tattoo,” 
and about ten minutes after, we came 
marching in, singing “Glory! Halle- 
lujah!” to Bates’ life. When we got to 
the flag-pole, we gave the camp yell. J 
went to my tent aud sat down with my | 
sore feet. I hud tramped twenty-two ' 
miles iu the ruin without riding a step. 1 


I had just sat down when an orderly told 
mo that the Colonel wished to see me. I 
went immediately and he told me that 
my father had come and was at the farm 
house about half a mile through tho 
woods. Ho said that 1 could sleep at the 
farm house if I wanted to, so I took a 
pillow and two blankets and started 
through the woods. It was very dark 
and lonesome, but I had scarcely entered 
the woods when a man came out of the 
woods. 1 looked at him and in a moment 
I was in my father’s arms. I asked him 
if he was alone; he said “No,” that Hal. 
my brother, was with him and that is all 
he would say. When wo arrived at the 
farm house l was surprised to see my 
mother there. She showed me into a 
room where my little sister and brother 
lay asleep. I had to sleep on the floor, 
because every bed was taken. 

The next day was Sunday ami nil we 
had was: A. M., 0.00 reveille, 0.1 A 
reveille roll-enll, 0.20 fatigue call. 0.4.*> 
mess-call, 7.00 inspection, 8.45 swim- 
ming (voluntary): r. m., 12.00 mess call, 
0.00 church service in Lodge Pavillion. 
5.00 mess-call, sunset, dress parade and 
retreat, 0.15 tattoo, 0.00 taps. 

Sergeant Carter and I got lenve to go 
to church in Worcester with my father 
and brother. Monday my people went 
home and nothing happened until Wed- 
nesday night when I joined a fishing 
crew.* We were not going to return until 
long after taps. The man who had us in 
charge was a cross man but we didn’t 
care, so we started. Wc fished for a 
long time with a long line with about 
one hundred and fifty hooks. We heard 
tattoo aud taps aud it was about an 
hour after wlieu Bates' turn came to take 
the oars, while I was in tho bow holding 
a torch and Atkins was holding another 
in the stern. Bates felt fresh and he 
pulled ahead while Mr. Short was baiting 
the hooks; it made him stick the hook 
into his bauds. He began to use strong 
language aud that made me laugh. Bates 
gave another jerk aud Mr. Short used 
more language. Iu a minute he caught 
a large eel and then told Bates to go ou. 
Bates did not stop in time, so it made 
the hook stick into Mr. Short. Strong 
language and laughing commenced agaiu 
and that was the last of our fishing. Mr. 
Short rowed straight to the shore and 
tuld Bates and me to get out. Wo took 
the torch and went; it was thick woods 
and we saw no path. By the light of tho 
torch wo started in tho direction of 
camp. We bawled back to the boat that 
we hoped they would have bad luck, and 
I afterwards learned that they caught 
nothing more that night. We walked 
awhile and were going to turn in auotber 
direction when both of us rolled down a 
sand bauk that was ou the outskirts of 
the camp. We then tried to get past the 
guard, but he saw aud challenged us. We 
explained the situation and then separated 
Bates going to the drummers’ tent and 
I to mine. The watch-dog of the drum- 
mers’ tent kept Bates from getting in, and 
after about twenty minutes coaxing I 
went and told him that as I was alone he 
could come iuto my tent. He went to 
head-quarters to get leave; it was granted 
aud he came in. 

The next morning a new boy thought 
he had a good chance to pay Bates a 

judge he owed him, so while we were 

ressiug he rushed iu. He was about 
fifteen years old. I jumped up against 
him and told Bates to run out of the 
other side of the tent, but that was 
guarded by a friend of the big boy; 
then he tried to rush by, but was knocked 
down. The boy guarding the entrance 
held him down while the big fellow 
started for me. 1 grabbed a musket and 
tried to club him, but he caught it and 
knocked me down. lie in turn was 
knocked down by Bates’ chum in the 
drum-corps, and then ensued a light. I 
put on Sevg’t Carter’s uniform with the 
Serg’t’s stripes on the sleeve and told 
him I would report him. He skipped, 
but came back when the boys told him I 
was no Sargeant, and went at it again. 
The Adjutant came round aud stopped 
us, but we had some fun out of it. After 
breakfast I felt sick; it lasted all day. At 
night as I was getting ready for bed, 
the long roll sounded. We turned out on 
the parade grounds and were marched 
on the double-quick through the woods 
where we found a fire. It was pretty 
hot, but we put it out and marched back 
to camp, to go to bed. The next day we 
were called out and marched to the 
wooded hill where we were to get wood 
for a bon-lire. We were to burn also a 
dozen tar barrels. We worked away all 
day and by night had quite a pile. Iu 
the middle of the day I was working 
with two or three others on a large log 
when I came upon a hornets’ nest. Oue 
of them left his address on my shoulder. 
In the afternoon I was told to pick out 
six of the best divers iu camp. I chose 
the following: Lieut. E. of Co. C., 
Sarg’t C., Our Drum Major, Private A., 
and Private B. We took a boat and went 
out to a place opposite the shooting 
grounds. We dove for clay pigeons 
which we filled with cotton and oil, and 
set them alloat. burning, over the lake. 
Our drum major brought up thirty-eight 
of these clay pigeons. I brought up 
thirty-four, and Lieut. E, brought up 
twenty-six. the others added another 
twenty. We then rowed back to camp. 
Friday night we had the bon-lire and a 
white-cap procession. The bon-lire was 
thirty feet high. Next day we started 
for home and that ended my stay at 
camp. 

I intend to go next summer and stay as 
loug as I can aud hope my brother will 
go too. This Natural History Camp is a 
fine place for boys and if any of my 
readers think of going I shall be glad to 
welcome them to its pleasures.

WHAT A TOURIST SEES. 

The Green Mountains extending down 
from Vermont across the western part of 
Massachusetts, out off from the east a 
section of country, the most picturesque 
in all New England; not so grand as the 
region of tho White Mountains, but for 
grandeur and beauty combined surpass- 
ing any other portion of the Eastern 
.states. The Hoosac Tunnel pierces tho 
rocky barrier and makes a level pathway 
between tho Deerfield and the Iloosick 
rivers which at North Adams ushers tho 
traveller from the east into a lovely and 
fertile valley which, bordered with green 
hills and lofty mountains and dotted 
with fruitful farms and thriving villages, 
for a hundred and fifty miles north aud 
south is the delight of the dwellers 
there and a joyful surprise to tho appre- 
ciative stranger. Since tho opening of 
the Tunnel, North Adams has grown 
from a small manufacturing village to a 
place of 15,000 or 10,000 inhabitants soon 
to be entered upon tho list of Massachu- 
setts’ cities. Eighteen miles north of it 
is Bennington, of historic renown, just 
now attracting the patriotic thought of 
the whole country, and still further 
north, Rutland aud other towns. To tho 
south arc Adams, Cheshire, Pittsfield, 
Great Barrington, Lee, aud besides other 
places of note, Lennox, tho Saratoga 
of Massachusetts, where tho wealth and 
fashion of New York, lingering till the 
frosts appear, close their summer out- 
ings. No oue cau truly know what there 
is to be enjoyed in Massachusetts with- 
out visiting this delightful region. It is 
in all respects the opposite of the Cape 
district. Tho shore has its attractions 
and will always have its throng of visit- 
ors, but the mountain framed valley has 
charms also peculiarly its own. Tho 
lofty peaks, the forest crowned hills aud 
green pastures on their sloping sid , tho 
cultivated farms, the lakes and ponds 
and waterfalls glisteuing in the sun, and 
the winding rivers stretching like silver 
ribbons through tho fertile valleys, and 
by the roofs and spires of the Apparently 
sleeping villages, make a scene of rural 
loveliness rarely surpassed. 

O KEYLOCK. 

To the southwest of tho village of 
North Adams, some three hours ride 
distant, and about as far from Williams 
College, rises the massive form of Mt. 
Grey lock, the highest mountain in Mas- 
sachusetts, lately mado accessible by a 
good carriage road to the very top, on 
which a good hotel is kept open for the 
comfort of the hundreds, probably 
thousands, of visitors who ascend to the 
summit in the warm season. Not until 
this road was built and this house opened 
to the public were the graudeur and 
beauty of the views from this height 
generally known, but now that the 
asceut is made easy and the stay there 
comfortable, Mt. Greylock is becoming 
one of the celebrated places of resort for 
summer tourists. As the mountain is 
an object of special interest as seen from ‘ 
the valleys, the valleys ate of still great- 
er interest ns bocu from tho mountain, 
and this whole region is not only attrac- 
tive for its charming scenery, but it is 
rich with local and historical associa- 
tions sometime to be woven into the 
legendary prose aud poetry of tho coun- 
try. Here is a single illustration: 

See. far along the western sky 

Stretch wood-crowned summits dark and high, 

Beneath, the Berkshire valleys lie. 

There pleasant towns the iraveller greet, 

And Hoosick’s fair twin rivers meet 
And dash their waves at Greylock’s feet 

Near classic halls of Williamstown. 

Those halls when youthful Garfield trod, 

I He climbed one day to Greylock’s crown, 

£^And from that lofty height looked down 

Aud pledged his noble life to God, 

And to his native land below. 

For which his patriot heart did glow, 

On which his patriot blood was spilled. 

When be had climbed the height of fame, 

Aud won the martyr's crown and name, 

His country saw that pledge fulfilled. 

A NATURAL BRIDGE. 

Almost everybody has heard of the 
Natural Bridge of Virginia, but compar- 
atively few people know about the 
natural bridge iu Massachusetts. It 
spans a smaller stream, but is neverthe- 
less an exceedingly interesting natural 
curiosity and marks a locality well 
worthy tho attention of the curious. 
About two miles from the railroad 
station in North Adams a small stream 
comes down from tho mountains which 
centuries ago on its way flowed over tho 
fop of a thick limestone ledge, hut in the 
process of time has worn for itself a 
channel, with perpendicular sides, in the 
solid rock sixty to seventy feet deep iu 
places, at the bottom of which it now 
wends its devious way through the ledge 
to tho river below, at one point passing 
under an overlying rock that completely 
spans and covers the deep channel and. 
over which hundreds of sightseers cross 
and recross the stream iu safety. An 
open quarry that is worked near by 
makes the place conveniently accessible. 
Carriages cau he driven to within a few 
rods of the bridge, and two or three 
flights of wooden stairs complete the 
ascent. * 

There are places where it is possible to 
go down into the crooked channel to the 
water, and the faces of the rocks even 
far down in the gulf are covered with 
the names of ambitious visitors. .Stories 
are told of hair breadth escapes of those 
who have gone too far, and lately two 
venturesome boys fell into tho gulf and 
were killed, one, no longer ago than last 
spring. 

Some forty or fifty years since, a clergy- 
man lesidiug iu the village went down 
under*the bridge aloue, and worked his 
way along till lie came to a place where 
the rocks above him were so steep he 
could not climb hack, aud a pool below 
was so deep aud broad he could not pass 
it, being unable to swim. For three (lays 
aud nights ho was imprisoned, and ex- 
pecting to die there he hung up his 
watch aud with his knife carved his will 
in the face of the soft rock, but fortun- 
ately before it was too late other visitors 
came near enough to hear his call for help 
and he was rescued. This vast work 
done by the running water and the many 
curious forms into which the rock has 
heeu worn make this place of unusual 
interest to the geologist aud to all lovers 
of the wonderful in nature, 

A UNiqUK INDUSTRY. 

Tho stream iu passing through tho 
ledge mentioned above is but a succes- 
sion of rapids aud falls. The place 
where it issues from its self made chan- 
nel in the rock, although not far from the 
point where it outers is more than a hun- 
dred feet below, makiug a most unique 
and effective water power. From u dam 
above the lodge the water is taken in a 
strongly hooped cylindrical conduit over 
the top of the ledge and down the lower 


front to a mill whore, with 105 feet 
“head” it passes through a turbine 
wheel, and although the stream is small, 
with such a fall it affords ample power 
for the largo mill— not a cotton or w ool- 
en or grain mill, but a mill for crushing 
and grinding the pure wliito marble rook 
which constitutes this ledge into flour, 
into almost impalpable dust, "impal- 
atable dust,” the miller there called it. 
This rock is said to bo tho purest carbon- 
ate of lime found in tho country, (08.2 
per cent.) and therefore brings a high 
price when ground and bolted as it is 
here till it is finer and whiter than any 
wheat flour. About 20,000 barrels or 
5000 tons a year is ground at this mill 
and shipped to all parts of the country. 
It is used in chemical works, also for 
“skim” plastering, and it is said some- 
times for giving hulk and weight to the 
cheaper kinds of candy. When rightly 
treated it makes tho host of soda water. 
The works are owned by Mr. Edward 
Rand. The miller, who politely showed 
us about tho mill, Sir. \V. H. Anderson, 
is a war veteran, and has filled his 
placo here forsomo 27 years. 

BENNINGTON MONUMENT. 

Knowing that wo could not be present 
at the dedication on tho 10th, wc took 
oar view of the Bennington Bnttlo Monu- 
ment before the groat celebration. This 
structure and tho event it commemorates 
occupy public attention just at present 
more than any other national object. 
Tho monument is loented near where a 
building stood containing military stores 
to secure which was ono object the 
British had in approaching tho town. 
The site is about a mile and a quarter 
from the railroad station. It is an ex- 
ceedingly good oue, including some 
twenty or thirty acres, on tho smooth, 
slightly sloping crown of the hill at the 
northern end of old Beuuiugton Centre. 
The mouument overlooks the new’ town 
at the oast and all the region around, and 
can bo seen from a distance in every 
direction. It is built of dark stone from 
tho Saratoga quarries, is thirty-nine feet 
square at the base, aud rises to tho 
height of £01 feet, some 70 feet higher 
than Buuker Hill Monument, aud from 
whatever point it is seen its dark form 
cuts tho sky with clearest linos making 
it strikingly conspicuous and it deeply 
impresses the beholder w’itli its loftiness 
and its grandeur. The inside which, not- 
withstanding the great thickness of the 
walls is quite roomy, is a hollow square 
around which winds a flight of easy iron 
steps, some 200 feet to the look-out or 
windows. Above this point, as seen 
from the outside, tho shaft rises with a 
constantly increasing taper to the top, 
giving the upper part a slightly rounded 
or dome like appearauce, not quite satis- 
factory to the eye accustomed to more 
regular architectural lines, but iu spite 
of this peculiarity it is exceedingly inter- 
esting, and. with what it commemovatcs, 
deeply stirs oue’s patriotic feelings. 
Great preparations have been mado for 
tho dedication. There is a raised plat- 
form in front of the monument for in- 
vited guests, which will seat at least a 
thousand persons, and the handsome 
lawu extending far on every side will at 
least afford standing room for the seven- 
ty-five thousand people expected to be 
present Tho patriotic citizens of Beu- 
niugton are justly proud of their histor- 
ic town and its mouument, aud its dedi- 
cation will be the greatest event in all 
that region since the battle it commemo- 
rates.

A Case of Wool -Putfiug. 

iFroin the (Boston Horrid.] 

Judge Law re nos, the president of tite 
Ohio wool growers’ Association, Uns 
written & letter to the American Wool 
and Cotton -Reporter, in eeply to a com- 
munication of Itr Thomas Dolan, aiPbil- 
adelpbia woollen manufacturer, which 
appeared a ahert time «jgo iu theTFew 
York World. Air -Dolan -said in his -let- 
ter: “-It is an interesting fact, deserving 
of emphasis of statement, that the 
prices of woefl are do wee now thaatthey 
were one year ago. This decline was 
distinctly , premised by the protectionists 
during the •discussion which accompan- 
ied the 'framing of the McKinley tariff." 

With an •oleotion ex their bauds in 
•.Ohio, with Ube need of fiecuring'thewotes 
of theObie farmers it order to writ the 
day, this assertion of the Pbiiadd phia 
manufacturer has -come like a bombshell 
-into the cancp of the Obopublicanipi’otec- 
tioniste of tiiat state. Naturally, Vadge 
Rawrenoeiloet no time in coming out in 
distinot and emphatic denial of the ac- 
curacy -of Mir. Dolan’s statement Dur- 
ing the time last your liiat this prapesed 
tariff was under disoussion in the.oom- 
mittee of ways and -means of the House 
of Representatives, Messrs. Dolau aud 
Lawrenoe, -representing their two respec- 
tive interests, were both iu Washington 
endeavoring to intlueuoe congressional 
action, ami, shaving -settled ns it was 
supposed, curtain variations of opin- 
ion, were utkited iu the work of en- 
duing the adoption of the McKinley bill 1 . 
Judge Lawrence was there, us ho told 
the committee of ways and means, iu 
January of Ittb 1 #, to have the duty ou , 
wool increased, “iu order that the farm- 
er may make the wool industry more 
profitable." While the .ultiiuiate effect of 
an increaseed duty might be, he said, to 
give the consumer cheaper goods, ,‘the 
first effect would he to increase the 
price," aud it was increased price and 
not decreased price for which he was la- 
boring. 

To have one of his associates iu this 
work now publicly assert that it was 
well understood that the effect of the 
change would be an immediate de- 
crease iu the price of Ohio wool is iu 
effect to discredit Judge Lawrence iu 
the minds of those who hud chosen him 
to lepteseut their interests. 

It may be t at, iu the general campaign 
talk couceruiug the Mclviuloy bill, the 
argument was made that the effect of it 
would be to decrease, nnd not increase, 
prices to American consumers. Hut to 
assert, as Mr. Dolan has, that the duties 
on foreign wool were increased for the 
purpose of reducing the prices of Ameri- 
can wool, iu view of the fact that the 
Ohio Wool Drawers' Association was 
working night aud day to secure this in- 
creased duty, is so thoroughly un- 
reasonable that we cannot uudursUnd 
how any sensible man could have had 
the assurance to make it. More than 
ibis, Ml. Dolan is convicted of dikiogen- 
uousuess by the argument for w hich ho 
aud his associates were responsible at 
the time the wool aud woollen cluuses.of 
the tariff law wore framed. The repre- 
sentatives of the wool growers uud the 
woollen manufacturers met together iu 
Washington for the purpose of settling 
unou some basis of agreement, llaviug, 
after a great deal of discussiou, decided 
that the duty upon first class wool 


should he eleven cents per pound, and 
upon socond class wool twelvoceuts per 
pound, with an ad valorem duty on 
third class wool, it was then left for the 
representatives of the manufacturers to 
arrango for a duty on texile fabrics 
which should compensate for the duty up- 
wool. and’ in addition, grant to them 
on what they considered adequate protec- 
tion. 

The duties on woolons and worsteds 
nre mixed duties- that is so much per 
pound by weight, which is the compen- 
sating cluty, ami so much ad valorem, 
which is protective duty. Now if Mr. 
Dolan’s statements are to ho believed, 
those whom he represented were well 
aware that the increase in the duties on 
first and second class wools would 
reduce the price of American wool, and 
on that account there was obviously less 
need than before of the so-called com- 
pensating duties. But, as a matter of 
fact, in drafting the woollen and worsted 
schedules Mr. Dolan and his friends in- 
sisted that the compensating duty should 
bo increased, for the alleged reason that 
there had been an increased duty upon 
foreign wools. 


Scenes in Europe. 

Genoa, Aug. 2, 1801. 
To tlie Editor of the GRAPBIO: 

Lnst Sunday we spent in dear delight* 
ful Intertaken, with its one straight 
street of hotels and fascinating shops, 
its delightful drives to Lanterbrunnen 
and Grendelwald, nnd its guardian Jung- 
frau beaming down on us "from a throne 
of rock, iu a robe of mist and a cor met 
of snow." 

I for one, left it with real regret, though 
that was forgotten in the pleasure of 
meetiug Boston acquaintances at the top 
of the Burnig Pass, at noon. We found 
Lucerne weeping, and as it wept all the 
while we stayed, our pleasures were 
somewhat curtailed. On Tuesday we 
ascended the Rhigi. a little queen moun- 
tain, not higher than Monaduock, aud 
though we had fine views all the way up 
the clouds shut us in on every side at the 
summit, so that we wore reduced to the 
usual pastime of shopping, though the 
altitude added to the prices as well as 
the interest. Wo heard the grand organ 
in the Cathedral at Lucerne, at the 0.:J<4 


built for and occupied by merchants and 
saloon keepers, whose wares are most 
temptingly displayed, and most generous- 
ly patronized. It Is cruci form, one end 
facing the cathedral, the other on Plaza 
La .Scale, with the grand statue to Leon- 
ado Da Vinci, whose "Last Supper" we 
saw in the refectory of '’Santa Maria 
della Grnzie." 

Aftera tiresome nnd uninteresting ride 
through and over the Appeniues we 
reached Genoa, where we are to spend 
Sunday. Why it is called "La Superba” 
I cannot conceive, unless it were very 
different in the middle nges, for a din- 
gier, dirtier, worse smelling place 1 never 
visited. The low Italian element 
abounds, not tho picturesque Italia that 
wears Roman aprons, kerchiefs on heads, 
and grinds orchestrions in our streets 
but squnlid, dirty English dressed. 

Miles on miles of streets narrow and 
dark, lined with six story tenements that 
would rival our North End, led us to tho 
Ancient Roman Gate, through which we 
passed, twelve carriages full of Ameri- 
cans, the observed of all, to tho Carapo 
Santo. This cemetery is like all others 
in Italy. A laige marble cloisterlike 
gallery, round a hollow square of earth, 
where* only the poor inter their dead, for 
tho colonade is divided into niches for 
tlio fine marble statues erected to the 
memory of the departed great and dear 
ones. The floor also is formed of tablets 
over two tiers of tombs. Here is the 
grave ox Mazzini, whoso statue decorates 
one of the public squares, facing an 
equestrian figure of Victor Emanuel. In 
one square, under our windows, is the 
statue to Columbus, whose souvenirs we 
saw in the City Hall, also the Paganini 
violiu, in tho hoiy of holies. There are 
also in the grand senate chamber very 
fine mosaic portraits of Columbus and 
Marco Polo. Altogether we •'ire not in 
love with this city, where the horse cars 
go everywhere excopt on their tracks, 
obligingly turning out for any team 
which chances in the road; where pedes- 
trians who are run over on the sidewalk- 
less streets are promptly arrested for 
getting in the way of equipages, aud 
where our first sight was of a group of 
Italian emigrants, sitting on their bun- 
dles in front of the station, bound for 
America, we hope not for Boston.

WHO ABANDONED THE BABY. 

A MYSTERY WHICH THE POLICE ARE TRY- 
ING TO SOLVE.

The mammoth Lion of Lucerne, a me- 
morial 'carved in the cliff side, to the 
valHant Louis Guards, who diefi while 
defending Louis N VI and Mark Antoin- 
ette iu 1792, was the chief charm of the 
city. Designed by Thorwafidsen and 
graven by Ahern in 1821, it bursts upon 
the view like a great picture, *011 ted by 
a tiny lake with circling swau, which 
-nerves to adf. to tho effect, a« well as bar 
niie near approach of the tourist. It is 
l about 30 feet long, iu a grotto 45 feet 
; long, coudhant, with one giant paw still 
faithfully guarding the Reor-de-lis shield 
of the Bourbons, the spear which caused 1 
his death still protruding >5rom his side, 
and his Cace pathetic with agony,it is 
altogether a most magnificent memorial. 

Wo bud a most beautiful ride the nett 
day, (Wednesday, Judy :29th), through 
the tit. Gothard Pass and tunnels, about 
70 in number, including the wonderful 
long Catinel which took eighteen minutes 
iu transit, and is nine -and a half ooulcs 
long. 

fierce of the tunnels are cork-ecnrc w 
pattern, euteriug a mountain at one point 
near ‘the level of tbe ri<vcr, circling round 
in tbc dark, upward, and emerging fr'jm 
it ok the same skle, butenany feet above 
the trance, Looking back and aor-jss 
thel'.ittle stream, we could see the tuoael 
entrances, like port -tholes, in the ohfT, 
and the bridges And trestles were more 
wonderful viewed from a distance than 
thoj had seemed when we traversed 
then hours bet-ore. At one place we 
-saw the track we wore to cover, aferve 
aud beyond us, while far away below us 
was the one we had already crossed. It 
wxualmost as remarkable as the famine 
*‘.Lo»p”above Deurea, oc (be pictures; ue 
(Silver Creek Canon. 

Vile reached Mdil&n at night, and found 
ourselves established tin. a neat hotd! on 
thexGrand Plaza, jiext the Royal Pakco 
(aivery magnificent buildixg), and oppo- 
site itdio noble cathedral. 

This is without exception the tiue-it 
yet viewed, and though the Cologue 
cathedral is yet before me, i do not .be- 
lieve any other will ever impress me as 
-did this noble pile of Jtaiiau Gothic 
architect ure. I was heretic enough u 
admire even its reuaiaeauoe (facade, mis 
takenly erected by Napoleon 1, which is 
shortly ito yield to a pure Gothic front,, 
already designed for it. 

The roof is a perfect uert work of 
trusses, arches and piuuadles, each sur- 
mounted by flue white marble. statues, of 
which there are over 2000ou the interior. 
We climbed it in the afternoon, up 15H 
steps to the roof of the temple, which 
in almost 4at, with gigantic sJabs of 
white marble which make easy steps, 
along which we walked to view the noble 
stalaes, of Rebecca by Cauova, of Na- 
poleon 1st, and of Adam aud Eve, whose 
experiences are further recorded in 
mam moth relievos further down. After 
looking over from the facade gallery on- 
to tho Plaza below, ivo ascended 328 steps 
more to the platform of the graud 
cupola. From hence we had an impos- 
ing view of the whole city and surround- 
ings, with the Alps aud the Appenines 
iu ti e horizon. From here, in a clear 
day one may see the cone of tho Matter- 
horn. The roof below is a perfect maze 
of Hyiug trusses, statues, arches. 1 had 
just declared my iutcutiou of spending 
tho rost of my life up there, in the com- 
pany of Cararra saints uud apostles, wbou 
the rain of a most imposing thunder 
storm drove us inside and down the 
winding stairs to the Ulterior, which is 
most graud and interesting. The altars 
are very fine aud the colossal statues are 
many of them by noted sculptors. Ouo 
esjiecially, at the right of the high altar 
represents St. Bartholomew carrying his 
own skjn, as lie was tiayed alive, ana, an- 
atomically pel fed, it has attracted much 
notice, especially its inscription "Non 
Me Praxiteles, sed 11 rgus liuxit 
A grates." Some of the glass windows 
ure very fine, notably the Rose window 
at the end of the nave. The marble pillars 
are very elegant, the capitals being sin - 
rounded by marble figures. 

Altogether Milan is the cleanest, bright- 
est, most beautiful city yet, with its 
smooth roads, its cathedral, aud its 
immense Gallerie De Victor Emauuole 


The fimling of a male infant at Chest- 
nut Hill l ist Friday evening, may be fol- 
lowed by some interesting developments, 
says the correspondent ot the Boston 
Herald. The police have discovered a 
clew which it is hoped will lead to the 
arrest of the person who abandoned the 
baby, apparently leaving it to die. It 
was found iu an isolated spot, separated 
from tho nearest highway by a dense 
wood lot, bordering upon the tracks of 
the Boston & Albany railroad, and about 
midway between the Reservoir and the 
Chestnut Hill stations.

THE ALLEN MOVEMENT, 

The movement in favor of Hon. Clias. 
H. Allen of Lowell has made something 
of a disturbance and may interfere with 
Mr. Crapo’s chances. When Speaker 
Barrett drew out it seemed that Mr. 
Crapo would be nominated without 
opposition, but it remains to be seen 
Low much strength there is to the Allen 
movement. 

Every ono realizes that a great mistake 
was made last year in not nominating 
Mr. Crapo, for it is believed that with 
him as the leader, the result would have 
been very different and it is hardly 
necessary to say that this fall is not a 
time when any mistakes can bo made 
without danger of serious consequences. 

Mr. Allen may be all that his friends 
claim, and he may be able to cope with 
Governor Russell on the stump aud show 
himself the better man of the two, but 
be has not the advantage of Mr. Crapo’s 
almost national reputation, and besides 
if Mr. Allen enters the field he will have 
to contend against many obstacles. 
Several would be candidates with- 
drew their names when they saw the tide 
setting so strongly towards Mr. Crapo, 
and it is not believed that they would 
take the nomination of a younger man 
very kindiy. Some of them have very 
great influence in the state, aud they 
might be inclined to think that the suc- 
cess of Mr. Allen would interfere with 
the plans formed for the disposal of the 
United States Senatorships. It is not 
probable that either of the present 
Senators will he renominated, as there 
is a widespread feeling that a change 
would not be disadvantageous to the 
interests of the state, and the man who 
is chosen governor this fall will have au 
important advantage in the coutest for 
the Senatorship. 

Mr. Crapo would fill this office more 
satisfactorily, probably, than any others 
who have beeu talked of, as his disposi- 
tion and business traiuiug have disposed 
him to take a liberal view of public 
affairs, and besides there would not be 
the same opposition to be feared, as if 
some of the younger men who have been 
iuvolved in factional contests, were to be 
a candidate. The same reasons also 
apply to his nomination for the 
governorship. Mr. Crapo has long been 
talked of as the ideal candidate, a man 
of irreproachable character, and one who 
would not stoop to any pulling and 
hauling to secure the nomination. The 
other plan has beeu tried, and now 
would seetn to be a good time to allow 
the nomination to go to the mau whom 
the people want, aud let all manufactur- 
ing of booms go over to another year. 

We have nothing to say against Mr. 
Allen, he may have all the ability and 
talent that his friends claim, aud be 
better fitted for the position than auy 
man who has been mentioned, but he is 
a young man yet, aud can afford to wait. 
Last year showed that Massachusetts is 
not the solid Republican state of former 
years, aud Governor Russell has certainly 
not lost any great number of followers 
during his term in ollico. It will be 
of great importance to secure the inde- 
pendent voie, and Mr. Crapo seems 
much more likely to gaiu this vote than 
auy other candidate who has been 
mentioned. 


There is a movement to crowd Mr. 
J, o Hayden, who has filled the office of 
county treasurer for six years, satisfac- 
torily, off the track this fall, but it does 
not promise to he very successful. There 
can be nothing said against Mr. Hayduu’s 
lionesty or competency to discharge the 
duties of the office, and the position is 
not one that should be given merely as 
a reward for party service. They have 
tried that system iu Philadelphia 
with deplorable results, and when 
au houest treasurer is found he 
should he kept in office. Mr. Hayden 
is a very courtious gentleman, as all who 
have had business dealings with him 
have found, aud the Republicans of Mid- 
dlesex county intend to keep him in of- 
fice. There are enough ollices with- 
out financial responsibility to be fought 
over, aud passod round year by year, hut 
the office of treasurer should not be 
made a political football. Mr. Hayden’s 
experience makes his service, more valu- 
uable to the couuty than any new man 
could possibly be, and he ought to be re- 
nomiualcd without any trouble. 


It is good news for the farmers that the 
prices of wheat aud other grains have 
taken a sudden lise— if the speculators 
do not pocket all the profits. The ukase 
of the Russian government forbidding the 
export of ryo aud wheat, is given as the 


cause of the rise in this country. While 
the United States, with its very abun- 
dant wheat crop of the present year may 
ho able to supply any foreign demand 
tlje total amount of ryo which it is 
thought available for export is only ft, 000,- 
000 bushels, which w ill fall far short of 
the need. Tho price of ryo in this coun- 
try has risen in a few days from 00 cents 
to $1.12 per bushel. The United States, 
Russia and India are the three great 
grain exporting countries, and tho fail- 
ure of the crop in Russia lias a serious 
effect upon the grain markets of the 
world. 


The Pennsylvania Republicans got ns 
near to free coinage ns they dared, evi- 
dently, ns they resolve that they favor 
himetnlism, and the purchase and coin- 
age of nil the silver produced from 
American mines. They had a fight over 
the endorsement of Blaine for tho Presi- 
dency, and dually compromised with a 
mild endorsement of tho President, and 
an enthusiastic endorsement of Blaine. 
The dishonesty iu official life iu that 
state finds recognitiou iu the platform 
by the statement that Tweeds aud Bards- 
leys are fouud iu all parties, but the 
statement would have been more com- 
plete if it had had included the Delania- 
ters and Quays. 

Members of the Graud Army of the 
Republic are not given to fault fiodiug 
relative to their treatment at Detroit at 
the recent Encampment, but it is leak- 
iug out that the contrast between the 
treatmeut of tho veterans there and in 
Boston last year was very marked. Ho- 
tels aud boardinghouses seemed to think 
the chance of a lifetime had come, aud 
they trebled and quadrupled the prices of 
eutertaiument. Even the two-cout news- 
papers took a rise that week aud were 
sold to tho veteraus at five cents a copy. 

Among prominent visitors to our reser- 
voir aud water works the past week have 
beeu Superintendents Richards of At- 
lanta, Ga., and Decker of Saliua, Ks. ; 
Presidents Hawes of the Fall River 
Water board, and Mather of the Harris- 
burg, Peun., water board, the eutire 
water board of Lowell with the registrar, 
superintendent aud city engiueer. The 
uew reservoir is attracting much favor- 
able comment, and is also fulfilling the 
purposes for which it was designed, of 
furnishing water to the elevated portions 
of the city. 

Poor Brookline, although she has 
gained $445,000 in real estate valuation 
tho past year, aud has but a tax rate of 
$11, the Boston correspondent of the 
Springfield Republican unkindly says: 

“It is a curious fact that with all of 
Brookline's getting she has never gained 
a reputation as a center of culture. In 
that regard her impecunious neighbor. 
Cambridge, and her suburban elder sis- 
ter, Concord, put her to the blush.” , 

After this we may all be content to re- 
side in Newton, Brookline may be rich, 
but what are riches without culture? 


The Boston Traveller is pursuing a 
very curious course in politics and it is 
now opposing Senator Towle of Brook- 
Hue, who is seeking releection, and who 
would confer more houor upon the office 
than the office could confer upon him. 
The Senate this year was a very able 
body, aud Mr. Towle was oue of the 
ablest members. We do uot believe that 
the voters of the second Norfolk district 
will be iucliued to swap him for auy un- 
known mau. 


The Suburban Press Association had 
a wet day Saturday for their outing at 
South Framingham, but were warmly 
welcomed aud cordially entertaiued by 
Editor McPhersou. Next Monday they 
will be the guests of Hon. Henry Cabot 
Lodge. They have also accepted au iuvl- 
tatiou to atteud the dedication of the 
new building of the New England Retail 
Grocers' Association. 

Assessor Miner has made a great im- 
provement this year in the matter of 
publishing the list of poll tax payers, and 
has gotten out strongly bouud books for 
each ward, which are to be hung in the 
post offices and railroad stations, so that ! 
they cau bo easily consulted, and any 
yoter can readily find whether his name 
is ou the list. 


There are tweuty-three conveyances 
of real estate recorded in the Ranker 
and Tradesman of this week, which is 
pretty good for the middle of August.

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Wanted 111* Letter*. 

Very strange is the adventure through 
which a postman named Bornlon 1ms 
just passed nt Nimes. He had taken a 
registered letter to one Fanre, a shoe- 
maker, and was about to leave the house 
; when the man closed the door, pulled a 
revolver out of his pocket, and rushing 
on Bomlon threw him down and bound 
him securely. He then informed the 
terrified postman of his intention to re- 
tain him as a hostage until ho had re- 
ceived divers letters written to him by 
the president of the republic and tho 
minister of justice in reply to hia appli- 
cation for the restoration of 80.000 francs 
lost in a lawsuit. 

Faure sent n note to the bend of the 
postal department explaining how mat- 
ters stood, and while awaiting an au- 
swer barricaded his apartments. When 
the police arrived ho called ont that he 
had provisions for a week, two revolvers 
and plenty of ammunition, and that if 
they attempted to force the cfoor he 
would kill his prisoner. The situation 
was extremely awkward. The affair 
had become known in the neighborhood, 
and the adjacent streets were soon 
thronged with at least 5,000 of the towns- 
people. 

A last attempt to parley with the in- 
furiated shoemaker having proved abor- 
tive, tho police and gendarmes broke 
into the place, fired a few shots to 
frighten Faure, and succeeded in se- 
curely taking him into custody ere he 
had time to carry out his threat. They 
had great difficulty in conducting him 
to prison, as the crowd wanted to lynch 
him. Faure is described as a monoma- 
niac, and it appears that when M. Car- 
not visited Nimes some time ago he 
made some curious preparations in or- 
der to attract his attention, which, how- 
ever, were but lost lafl&r, as the presi- 
dent passed down another street. — Paris 
Cor.

A Fleet of Whalebacks for the Atlantic. 

Alexander McDougall, the inventor of 
the whaleback boats and bnilder of the 
whalebnck steamer, Charles W. Wet- 
more, which reached Liverpool Tuesday 
with a cargo ®f wheat from Duluth, was 
at the Shennan house yesterday. “In 
ninety days," he said, “our mills for the 
construction of steel plates, angle irons 
and bolts will be completed at Duluth, 
and we shall immediately lay the keels 
for ten more whaleback boats for service 
on the Atlantic. 

“We shall build a whaleback steamer 
450 feet long, with cabin accommoda- 
tions for 2,000 passengers, for service 
daring the World’s fair. After the fair 
is over it will be cut in two and taken to 
the Atlantic. It is possible that we will 
build more than one of these boats. 
They will have great speed and will be 
elegantly fitted out.” 

The Wetmore, Captain McDougall 
added, will load with a partial cargo of 
machinery for the new shipyard on 
Puget sound, near Seattle, and will then 
return to New York, where it will take 
on material for the first two boats to be 
built on the Pacific coast. The Ameri- 
con Steel Barge company, which is build- 
ing the whalebacks, is largely composed 
of officials of the Northern Pacific rail- 
road — Chicago Tribune. 


A Telegraph Wire for Gossip. 

William Tripp runs a farm near Round 
Lake and raises produce, which he sells 
to the people living on the camp ground. 
His wife sells excellent milk, and the 
couple, who are past middle age, make a 
comfortable living. The young folks of 
the camp ground are fond of visiting the 
farm, where they drink milk and chat 
with Mrs. Tripp, who, through the me- 
dium of her private telegraph Hue, 
knows all the country gossip for miles 
around. 

Last year the fanner, finding his even- 
ings heavy on his hands, bought a tele- 
graph instrument aud ran a wire to the 
ruilroad station two miles away. From 
there he extended the line to a neighbor- 
ing settlement and later connected with 
two farmhouses several miles below.

tion shows that be was tall, with a proud- 
ly-arched head set on m issive shoulders; 
that be Jrad a finely molded body and 
slender loins as became a strong but 
beautiful and graceful dog. His coat 
was white with briudle stiipes like a 
tiger’s; bis muzzle was short, but bis 
ears were long and silky, aud without 
being an expert in canine physiology any- 
one looking at this portrait may trace 
tbe noble breeds of bull dog aud grey- 
hound which produced Ciesir. 

In tbe wiuter of 1814 Ciesar was three 
years old. Ou bis ueck be wore a simple 
copper ring, polished till it shone like 
fine gold, and ou this ring bung a little 
medalliou indicating that Cresar belonged 
. to Mile. Henriette Aubainville. 

At this epoch tbe plantation of Aubain- 
ville no longer wore tbe aspect of life aud 
well-being that formerly impressed its j 
guests in tbe good times when Louisiana 
still belonged to France. Situated three 
miles from New Orleans and accessible 
by water from tbe lower levee as well as 
by a fine road through a thickly wooded 
country tbe plantation served for a pleas- 
ure bouse to tbe noble Creoles of tbe city 
and the neighboring planters.

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No More l'rnrls from Wisconsin. 

Tho pearl fishing craze in Wisconsin, 
which was at its height In numerous 
rivers a year ago, seems to have ended 
as speedily ns it came. Pearls were 
found in the clams in many rivers, but 
none of any particular valuo was found 
except in Sugar and Pecatonica rivers 
In southern Wisconsin. Not only has 
the stock of pearls been exhausted, but 
the clams have been practically extermi- 
nated. No good pearls have been found 
for several months, 

It is the opinion of dealers that profit- 
able iK*arling in Wisconsin livers is 
prnctically ended for several generations 
pt least, as there are few clams remain- 
ing in the rivers which produce pearls, 
and it will require many years for the 
clams to multiply sufficiently. Besides 
there is no knowing how many years are 
required to produce the pearls, even 
were the clams to become numerous 
again. There is no means of estimating 
the value of the pearls taken from Sugar 
and Pecatonica rivers while the excite- 
ment lasted, though it would undoubted- 
ly run far up into the thousands of dol- 
lars. 

Pearls were sold in the market here 
for all sorts of prices, from a few shil- 
lings up to nearly $1,000. One firm in 
Milwaukee sold three to a New York 
dealer for $1,000, while hundreds of 
others brought prices ranging from $50 
to $300, and some of the choicest were 
sold by New York dealers, it is said, for 
as high as $5,000 each. There is yet 
great demand for Wisconsin pearls, and 
their scarcity, it is believed, will tend 
greatly to increase their value. It is a 
pity that “the goose which laid the 
golden egg,” or rather the clams which 
produced the pearls, should have been so 
ruthlessly exterminated. — Milwaukee 
Sentinel. 

Fashions for Men. 

The popular color for morning suits 
this season is brown. There are dozens 
of shades of that color. The russet 
browns and the dull browns, in which 
there is a slight mingling of gray, are the 
shades that go off best. Trousers have 
undergone some slight alterations as re- 
gards slinpe since last year. They follow 
the shape of a peg top somewhat, and 
are worn loose at the knees and tight 
over the boots. Stripe patterns are con- 
sidered better taste than checks. 

The frock coat is more fashionable 
than ever, and only in a few details does 
It differ from last season’s 6hape. It is ( 
considered to look very elegant on tall 
men with good figures, but neither a 
very tall, thin man or a little, stout man 
ought to wear a frock coat. It makes 
the one look like a lamppost and the 
other literally all coat. 

I learned a thing or two about the 
mysteries of sartorial art in the course 
of a conversation with a leading tailor 
the other day. He said: “Judicious pad- 
ding will hide a multitude of faults in a 
man’s figure. We get a gaunt looking 
man sometimes, with sloping shoulders. 
He wishes to be made to look important. 
Well, we put ns much padding as we 
can into both his waistcoat and coat, and 
give him an inch or an inch and a half 
artificial elevation in the shoulders.” 

The newest overcoats worn by turfmen 
are made exactly like a frock coat at the 
back. In front they are like the ordinary 
Chesterfield. I was shown a new mate- 
rial in a heather and gray mixture with 
a large check in dull red, called the Scots 
Guards plaid. It makes up well for 
race course suits. The Prince of Wales 
and Lord Lonsdale have both had suits 
of it. — Pall Mall Budget. 


Figures of Two IJIg Railroads. 

An interesting comparison was re- 
cently made of two of the greatest rail- 
road corporations in the world, one Eng- 
lish, the other American. The Pennsyl- 
vania system, regarded as one aggrega- 
tion, though it includes more than 100 
minor corporations, represents 7,015 
miles of railroad and a canal, a share 
and bonded capital of $700,000,000, gross 
earnings in 1890 of $133,000,000 and the 
movement in the same year of 187,000,000 
tons of freight and 84,000,000 passengers. 

The English corporation referred to— 
the London and Northwestern— has an 
authorized capital of $533,877,079 and 
1,010 miles of road, on which the gross 
receipts for one year were $29,051,330. 
The disparity in gross receipts per mile 
is not extremely large, but the capitali- 
zation of the English line is vastly 
greater, in proportion to mileage and 
traffic, than that of the American sys- 
tem. — Mechanical News. 


Tlio Jeddo Tunnel. 

The greatest engineering feat in the 
history of anthracite coal mining is 
about to begin. It is the commencement 
of what will be known as the Jeddo tun- 
nel, which will be driven for the pur- 
pose of draining the flooded miues of 
Jeddo and Harleigh. It will be con- 
structed from Butler Valley, Pa., to the 
bottom of Ebervado mammoth vein, a 
distance of three miles, through solid 
rock, and will be eight feet square in the 
clear. 

* The scheme of tunneling through the 
mountains first occurred to John Markle, 
who is to be president of the company. 
It will open an inexhaustible supply of 
coal and furnish employment to thou- 
sands of people for many years to come. 
It will also serve the double purpose of 
draining all the collieries in the valley. 
—New York Telegram. 


Plenty of Kentucky Snakes. 

The crop of rattlesnakes in the sur- 
rounding knobs is the largest in the 
memory of the first settlers. Many with 
rattles high up in the teens have been 
killed, and some of enormous size. As 
the greatest numbers have been killed on 
the Casey side of the line, it is especially 
lucky that no one has been bitten, for 
not a drop of suako medicine is pro- 
curable in all that country.— Stanford 
(Ky.) Interior Journal. 


Duugerous Autumnal Color*. 

Beware of gorgeous red and yellow 
autumnal leaves uud shrubs and climb- 
ing plants which are not known to bn 
harmless. Our two poisouous native 
plants display the most brilliant autum- 
nal colors of uny sjiecies in our .woods 
and byways.— Salem (iazette. 


M«i'» Underwear In Ragland. 

An amount of luxury Is now put into 
summer flannels whioh not so long ago 
would have been deemed fabulous. The 
greatest advances liavo been made in 
the intermixturo of silk with the wool, 
either iti toto or used for the colored 
Btriping upon the white woolen ground. 
The beauty of theso goods has permitted 
the nightshirt to regnin much of the 
ground tnken from it by the extraordi- 
nary popularity which pajama suits have 
enjoyed of late years. 

Swell dressers, or rather undressers, 
have quite abandoned the linen night- 
shirt in favor of either silk or flannel, 
nt the present moment, giving the pref- 
erence to such as I have named above. 
In underwear there is not much change 
except in that patterns and fabrics are 
very quiet. Little silk is being shown, 
because there are so few Americans here 
to buy it, Englishmen going in much 
more for light gray “natural wools.” 

The English system of making draw- 
ers is somewhat more elaborate than 
ours, inasmuch as they go in for a sort 
of abtl initial supporting waistband or 
“belt." .as it is called, buttoning with ns 
many as eight buttons in front, nnd 
lacing through eyelet holes behind. The 
idea of a tight abdominal bandago 
comes, like pajamas, snshes and twenty 
other specialties, from England's hot 
exotic possessions. Returning colonists 
bring a good idea homo with them and 
it speedily becomes the rage for hot 
weather wear.— London Cor. Clothier 
and Furnisher.

This is the way the latest fish story is 
told hereabouts: Joseph S. Frey nnd 
William Bercaw weretrput fishing up in 
Monroe county on Saturday. While 
forcing his way through a thick clutnp 
of bushes overhanging the stream Ber- 
caw saw a good sized trout dart out 
from a bank of the creek and pass di- 
rectly beneath him.

F. F. Lobb, brother of D. S. Lardner, 
residing at Piseeo lake, in the Adiron- 
dacks, is expected to live but a short 
time. He has been a hunter and trap- 
per for over forty years and now has 
consumption, although ho did not go 
there for health and was not aware of 
any predisposition to pulmonary trou- 
bles. 

Mr. Lobb was ambitious as a musi- 
cian, but lost his hearing, spoiling his 
musical future, and in his disappoint- 
ment he went forty miles into the woods, 
built him a cabin by Piseeo lake and 
took up the life of a hunter and trapper. 
He was there twenty-five years before 
Mr. Lardner knew where he was. Since 
that time Mr. Lardner has visited him, 
and he was here several years ago and 
spent several mouths, and was here 
again more recently. His recluse life 
was remunerative nnd his furs were sold 
at the settlements. 

During the progress of affairs at the 
lake, which has now become a popular 
resort, Mr. Lobb built him a comfortable 
homo, nnd when O. B. Ives was at the 
lake he formed a very pleasant acquaint- 
ance with him.— New Britain (Conn.)

Two Mooiih In the Washington Sky. 

, About 1 o’clock oue morning recently 
a beautiful spectacle was presented in 
the northwestern sky. The moon was 
about 20 degs. above the horizon, and 
the air was so surcharged with moisture 
that a halo, with an apparent diameter 
of eighty feet, was formed. In some 
parts this halo was rather indistinct, but 
on the right 'hand of the moon, as one 
looked toward the south, the halo at oue 
point gradually increased in brilliancy 
until there was a perfect mirage of the 
moon. The phenomenon continued for 
several minutes and then faded away. 
An observer thought that the best desig- 
nation of it would bo “moon dog,” as it 
resembled the phenomenon which is pro- 
duced sometimes by the atmosphere and 
the sun, with the exception that the sun 
has annually four “dogs.”— Washington 
Post.

Miss 
Lucy Holmes, a young miss of 17 years is 
tiie prominent figure in the case. Accord- 
ing to Miss Holmes’ story she was assault- 
ed Monday afternoon while picking berries 
in Pierce’s woods. She was accompanied 
in the berry picking excursion by the 
Peterson sisters, aged 12 and 14 respective- 
ly. Miss Holmes says that she cut some 
branches laden with berries and was sit- 
ting on a rock eating them when a man ap- 
proached from behind. He snatched her 
scissors and cut off her long braid of 
black hair, making his escape immediately. 
She says she screamed and became un- 
conscious and the Peterson girls called for 
assistance. Officer Moulton ami others 
came and carried her to the house of Mrs. 
Harris, where she remained apparently 
unconscious for an hour and a half. Dr. 
Eben Thompson was called as soon as she 
was taken home and from her manner 
thought she might be badly hurt as she 
said it hurt her to raise one arm, but an 
examination revealed only a slight bruise 
near her shoulder. She described her as- 
sailiant as a short, thick set man, about 45 
years of age, gray mustache, and attired in 
a gray suit and straw hat. Tiie police 
were at once notified to look out for a man 
of tills description and Officers Purcell and 
Leonard were detailed to investigate the 
case. The sensational stories published in 
the penny dailies of Boston, especially the 
morning one, amused everyone here from 
their absurd exaggerations, which were 
false in almost every particular, especially 
the statement about the "criminal assault. 
The reporters of the other papers took the 
trouble to look up the narticulars before 
writing their reports. The braid of hair 
which was cut off the girl’s head was 
found by Gustave Peterson yesterday 
morning, in Peirce’s woods, within 25 feet 
of tiie spot where Miss Holmes avers tiie 
assault was committed. The hair was 
tucked under a rock and covered with 
leaves. The story that Miss Holmes’ braid 
of raven tresses was cut off by a tramp, is 
not now believed, and the opinion is gen- 
eral that the girl cut it off herself. Miss 
Holmes, however, denies the charge. She 
could not account for the finding of her 
hair, except to surmise that it hail been 
hidden where it was found bv the tramp, 
and all questioning utterly failed to shake 
her statement, although all faith in her 
story was removed by her manner. Mr. 
Peterson says his four girls were out berry- 
ing in the woods when the Holmes girl 
came up to them and said 6 he saw an ugly 
man in the woods as she came along. This 
frightened the two younger children and 
they hurried home. The others were then 
told that if she found the berries thick she 
would call to them. She then left them 
and a few minutes later they heard a 
scream and found her lying on the ground 
with her dress torn and apparently uncon- 
scious. She opened her eyes, however, and 
told tiie girls that a man had cut her hair 
off, requesting them to say nothing about 
it. She was taken to tier home, and re- 
main; d in or shammed a state of uncon- 
sciousness for about three-quarters of an 
hour. She appeared all right after that, 
and assisted In the general housework, in 
accordance with her usual custom, although 
it had been reported that she was badly 
used up as a result of the alleged assault. 
The scissors which were used to cut off her 
hair were found tucked in her dress waist. 
The police authorities take no stock in 
Miss Holmes’ version of the assault. The 
girl bears an excellent reputation, and is 
quite pretty and attractive. It seems prob- 
able that she herself manipulated the 
scissors that nipped off her long braid, in 
view of facts which have been obtained 
after a very thorough investigation of tiie 
case.

Death of Thomas 4 Daly. 

Thomas J. Daly, aon of Edmond and 
Margaret Daly, died al his home, 2& 
Chestnut street, Newton Upper Falla, 
Monday evening. Death rest -ted from 
blood poisoning, caused by a carbuncle. 

Deceased was 2' years of age. He wa« 
educated in the Newton schools, was 
graduated from the Newton High school 
and successfully passed his examination* 
for Harvard University. He. however, 
euteied Boston College, from which in- 
stitution lie obtained the degree of A. B. 

Following bis graduation from Boston 
College, he engaged for a short Lime in 
newspaper work, and was at one time 
connected with the reportorial staff of 
the Boston Herald. 

Less than three years ago be entered 
•SC John’s Catholic Seminary, Brighton, 
to study for the priesthood. 

Easter, after complet : ng two years' 
study in that institution, he receded 
clerical tonsure, afterward continuing in 
his final studies until his last sickness. 

He was a painstaking student, and had 
won the reputation or being one of the 
most pious and learned students in St. 
Johu’s Seminary. Personally he was 
affable, with liberal views and charming 
manners. He had a wide circle of friend* 
and was respected and esteemed by all 
who knew him. 

He suffered greatly during his illness 
but was patient aud cheerful as he had 
always been under adversity. He spoke 
of his chosen work into which he had 
entered with a full knowledge of the re- 
sponsibilities of God’s ministry. He 
dwelt especially upon his student days 
speaking lovingly of bis teachers and 
their kind hearted interest in him, ex- 
pressing his sincere gratitude aud ap- 
preciation of Mr. E. II. Cutler, the 
former head master of the Newton High 
school, Rev. Fr. Rosso of Boston College 
and Rev. Fr. Rex of St. John’s Seminary. 

Speaking of the deceased a friend said : 
“For oue of his age he w.-~, well post' d 
on the questions of the day. lie was a 
most intere> ting companion, possessing 
a fund of geueral information. He con- 
versed fluently in French and >panisb. 
was a well-rounded English student ana 
was well up in Latin and Greek. He 
entered upon the studio ; for the priest- 
hood after mature deliberation and pre- 
pared himself iu the best possible man- 
ner for bis chosen work. Had he lived 
he would have made his mark. 

The knowledge that his young 'ife was 
nearly run came to him in the closing 
days of his illness. He looked calmly 
upon the resignation of his earthly 
work, called for his confessor and re- 
ceived the last sacraments. ’ 

“Poor Tom seemed fated from the be- 
ginning of his sickness, his constitution 
oeing unable to bear the malignant 
disease that carried him away, lie bore 
bis last sickness with courage aud found 
consolation in Chiist aud the brighter 
thoughts of the hereafter.” 

The funeral took place trom St. Mary’s 
church, Wednesday morning. The 
church was filled to oveiflowiug with 
frieads and relatives of the deceased.aud 
a large delegation numbering nearly 1* • 
priests aud s*udents, from the semiuaiy 
were preseut. 

At 10 o’clock the casket, of plain black 
broadcloth, with silver tnouutiugs, was 
borne from bis late residence on Chest- 
nut street to the church, by the pall- 
bearers, Messrs. J. M. Brien, J. W. Mc- 
Laughlin, Bernard Sheridan, Fraucis .1. 
Kearney, Thomas Donovan. George II. 
Cox. John S. Lester and William U. 
Hopkins, 

Arriving at the church entrance the 
casket was received by eight seminarians, 
who bore the remains up the main aisle 
to a resting place in front of the altar. 

A solemn high mass of requiem was 
celebrated by Rev. Fr. Dolan of the 
Church of Our Lady, assisted by Rev. 
Joseph Anderson, deacon ;Rev. Cornelius 
O’Connor, sub-deacon: Rev. Fr. Walsh, 
master of ceremonies. 

The eulogy was delivered by Rev. Fr. 
Rex, president of St. Jobu’s seminary. 
Music was rendered by the choir.

Cottage City, Mass., Aug.20th, ‘01. j 
The season of *01 at New England’s ! 
far-famed summer resort, is undoubted- 
ly a snccoss. Once more has that capri- 
cious personage, popular favor, shown its 
appreciation of the many attractions of 
Cottage City by thronging its streets 
with a restless, ever changing tide, and I 
everybody seems happy. For a time, 
however, it looked as if the verdict ' 
would bo given the other way, for, dur- 
ing the tlrst part of July, the town 
presented a gloomy, dcsorted appoarance, 
quite unnatural for that time of year, 
owing doubtless to the cold, wet weath- 
er which had been so prevalent by spells I 
on the mainland. It is remarkable, by ' 
the way, how forlorn the little city can 
look when deprived of its usual summer ( 
patronage, for boiug a regularly incor- 
porated town it has a population and a 
life of its own, and would seem ou that 
account to be independent of the tem- 
porary presoucoof the outside world. 

One unfortunate thing in connection 
with the present season has becu the 
crowding together of the principal at- 
tractions, religious and social, within the 
compass of a single week, so that regu- 
lar and transient visitors havo been 
treated to the unheard of program of 
two campmoetings,a G A. R. rendezvous, 
a monument dedication, and bicycle 
parades all at the same time. Who of 
the fathers of Martha's Vineyard’s his- 
toric camp-meeting ever dreamed of 
such a possibility as the adjournment of 
the regular public services at the stand 
in order that the congregation might at- 
tend the dedication of a soldiers’ monu- 
ment? Not that your correspondent 
would dcprccato iu the slightest degree 
the cultivation of patriotism on the part 
of all who share in the blessings of our 
loved laud ; yet there surely is a time for 
everything, and a place for everything as 
well, and due consultation and conces- 
sion ought to have avoided the necessity 
for suen a crowding of events. In re- 
gard to the occurrence of the two camp- 
meetings at the same time, it is probable 
that that will be avoided in the future, as 
it resulted this season in the depleting 
of both congregations and the produc- 
ing of general dissatisfaction. I hear, 
iudecd, that negotiations have already 
been made looking to a better arrange- 
ment in the future. The readers of the 
Graphic have probably seen detailed 
reports of the meetings in the daily- 
papers, so that such would be superflu- 
ous at the present time. 

While tho weather has been generally 
delightful so far this month, we have 
had two days of exceptionally hot 
weather. When the mercury so far for- 
gets tho proprieties of the place as to 
climb to the height of 91 and 93 degrees! 
it is evident that something unusual 
must have taken place in solar activities. 
One comfort, however, is generally af- 
forded the sojourner here, ami that is the 
coolness of our nights, for, whatever the 
temperature by day, it is very tartly that 
we havo the sweltering atmosphere of 
the city after the sun has set. More- 
over, the cooluess, even when accom- 
panied by dampuess, is free from the ; 
sharp penetrating chill of country air, so i 
trying to those of weak constitutions. 

Cattage City has passed through the 
stage of infancy, lias experienced the 
aspirations of impetuous youth, (“vide” 
the many half rotted stakes scattered 
about the adjacent woods and fields, 
relics of tbe sadly disappointed hopes of 
wouUl-be sellers of lots,) aud is now- 
sett ling down to staid manhood. 

The marvellous growth of the place is 
a thing of the past. What growth is 
made iu the future will be seeu in the 
gradual increase of permanent residents 
and in the establishment of institutions 
which are of a permameut character. 

Every year sees the addition of a few- 
more to its population, either by natural 
increase or by the change of summer 
residents into permanent residents, and 
every year sees the establishment of in- 
stitutions conducive to the pleasure or 
convenience of its residents, aud w hich 
are more or less fixed in character. 
Such, for distance, is the soldiers’ monu- 
ment, to which allusion has already been 
made, the presentation of which was 
made the occasion for a G. A. It. parade 
last week, and which is really a flue 
piece of work. It consists of a statue of 
a veteran with his gnu, mounted upon a 
base provided with suitable fixtures for 
slaking the thirst of man and beast, aud, 
placed in the most public square of the 
town, will serve as a constaut reminder, 
through summer’s heat and winter’s 
cold, of that eternal vigiiauce which 
must bo maintained if our country’s 
liberties remain secure. The whole work 
is in bronze and is provided with appro- 
priate inscriptions, setting forth its ob- 
ject, date of presentation, etc. It is 
presented to the G. A. It Post of Cottage 
City by the Martha’s Vineyard Herald, 
published here. 

During the past year the horse rail- 
road company has taken to itself new- 
life, presenting us with new- cars and au 
extension of its route. Iu additiou to 
the route through the camp grouud the 
• ars now run out quite a distance along 
the edge of Oak Bluffs, affording a very- 
fine view of the ocean and of the town 
as well. It is to be hoped that the 
energies of the company will he devoted 
soon to the extension of the line iu tho 
other direction, around the Highland 
Bluffs, and, before mauy years, doubt- 
less the resident of .Vineyard Haven will 
awake one morning to find the tracks 
laid iu his own street, and the horse car 
at the door, ready to take him for the 
small sum of five cents to Cottage City. 

One great need of this place is a good 
icliable town clock, wuioli, distinctly 
aud truthfully, shall mark off the 
divisions of time, so that all may both 
see and hear. As it is now, every mau 
is a law uuto himself, as to the hour of 
the day, and, with the multitude of 
standards which exist, it is a wonder 
that we have any true time at all. A 
grand opportunity is afforded for some 
lover of the town to win a place in the 
foud remembrance of its residents by 
presenting them with a good cluck. 

But lest 1 weary the readers of the 
Graphic by writing further, I will iu- 
teirupt my letter at this point, to resume 
it, maybe, at some futuie time.

James Russell Lowell. 

Mr. Lowell stood so near many of the 
younger men of the country that they | 
find it hard to speak of him dispas- ; 
sionately. So stainless a life, so inspir- 
ing a mind, so compelling a personality, 
wo: e his that he seemed t*» share the 
permanence of a type or an ideal Those 
who remember his prime and those who 
knew the noble maturity of his age 
could not associate decline with him; as 
for death, that seems a thing incredible. | 
His abounding vitality, his resolute and i 
powerful grasp of life, his depth and j 
range of nature, were unmistakable 
evidences of greatness; which is a 
quality of nature and of life, even more 
than the source of great works. Nature 
has done more for Mr. Lowell than for 
any other of the New England group of 
writers. His working moods were often 
fitful, and his work is uneven, but there 
is more impulse iu it, more color and 
fire, more spontaneity, more rich human 
feeling, than in that of any of the men 
with whom he was most intimately asso- 
ciated. So fertile was his mind, so 
stroug his personality, so rich the tides 
of thought aud feeling that registered 
their ebb aud tlow in his talk and work, 
that, in spite of all he has done, he 
seemed never to realize his possibilities; 
there was always iu him a thought deepe 
than he expressed, a life profouuder than 
that he disclosed. This is true only of 
men of real greatness; such men are 
always richer and ampler than their 
work. 

To Mr. Lowell belongs the supreme 
distinction of having written the only- 
great poetry yet produced on this con- 
tinent, the “Commemoration Ode;” a 
poem which rises to the height of the 
greatest achievement yet wrought on 
these shores, aud sustains itself with a 
noble breadth of thought and fullness of 
emotion; a poem in which tbe American 
spirit finds a music worthy of its highest 
reach. In the “Biglow Papers” Mr. 
Lowell touched the soil aud the keen, 
homely life of his own people as no oue 
else has touched them. The humor, the 
humanity, the ringing honesty, the 
splendid indignation, of those homely 
but vital and varied poem6 are not likely 
to be eclipsed by any later achievements 
in the same field. The sturdy Ameri- 
canism of one national type will never 
be better expressed; while of the 
“Biglow Papers,” with their introduc- 
tions, notes, and addenda, as a piece of 
intellectual work, a tour de force , it has 
been truly said of late, not only that no 
other American could have written them 
but that the work lay within the power 
of r.o other writer of English. Iu prose 
Mr. Lowell stood with Emerson and 
Hawthorne in the front rank in a country 
which has produced great prose. Never, 
surely, was more fascinating reading 
than those essays whose very discursive- 
ness has the charm of overflowing rich- 
ness of knowledge and unfailing wit. 
Clear thought, wide scholarship, easy 
and intimate familiarity with all liter- 
ature, splendid touches of imagination, a 
humor that plays like genial lightning 
along the whole horizou of thought, a 
deep and beautiful ideality, are the 
characteristics of these essays, which, iu 
the form of criticism, are among the 
most original products^of our literatute. 

So much at least we must say of Mr. 
Lowell’s literary achievements, even at a 
moment when another pliuse of his 
character claims foremost recognition. 
Mr. Lowell’s Americauism was so 
i pronounced, so deep, so genuine, aud so 
intelligent that lie will be remembered 
with Emerson and Lincolu as one of our 
great patriots. A mau of fastidious 
taste, of the ^.deepest culture, of the 
choicest associations, he illustrated the 
essential simplicity of nature and the 
profound faith in man which belong to 
the truest Americauism. He lias so far 
as possible removed from the shallow 
Americanism so often forced upon us; he 
never for a moment mistook boasting for 
achievement, bluster for strength, or 
vulgarity for independence. He had the 
calmness, the dignity, the reserve, of a 
high nature; his Americauism was neither 
Chauvinism nor provincialism; it was the 
deepest loyalty to the democratic idea 
and ideal. He believed in man as mao; 
in the dignity and trustworthiness of 
manhood; in m.iuhood as the unit and 
base of society. To understand the 
difference between real Americauism and 
its cheap imitation one has but to com- 
pare tbe average political speech with 
Mr. Lowell’s political addresses and 
essays; the cheap flattery, the undis- 
guised maleiialism, the appeal to selfish 
instincts, the narrow conception of 
national prosperity as secured by in- 
difference or antagonism to other peoples, 
which furnish the average politician with 
his stock-in-trade, are offset by Mr. 
Lowell’s uoble honesty in dealing with 
his countrymen, by his resolute insis- 
tence that a civilization must justify 
itself in the things of the mind aud the 
spirit, by his steady refusal to overvalue 
material prosperity, by his constant 
appeal to Americans to justify republi- 
canism by a nobler tyr»e of society tbau 
lias yet been produced. Mr. Lowell had 
a political genius aud instinct as souud 
as his literary genius aud instiuct, aud 
his political writings will some day be- 
come the text-books of a true Ameri- 
canism. 

Mr. Lowell’s patriotism had the caudor 
which belougs to a true affection. His 
country was an ideal to him; not a vast 
opportunity to make money. He loved 
it with a depth which often revealed 
itself iu the tremor iu his voice. In 
England he stood always aud everywhere 
as its uucompromisiiu; defender and per- 
suasive interpreter. No one ever sneered 
at America in his presence without a re- 
buke which was all the more effective 
because it took tbe form of wit. No 
American ever served Ins country better 
than he on foreign soil, because uone 
ever made it more houoiable and noble 
iu his own person. Because he loved his 
country, he did not hesitate to speak the 
truth about it. In the days when a 
mockery of peace was made between 
slavery aud freedom, no voice stung the 
conscience moie keenly than his; iu the 
dark years of storm and battle his song, 
as another has said, was worth au army 
corps; when there was a question of 
exact fulfillment of National pledges iu 
j the payment of the Natiouul debt, li is iu- 
; diguaut protest against possible dis- 
honor cleared the air like the peal of a 
trumpet: when ignoble methods and the 
i ule of “busses” and machines threatened 
to degrade our public life, lie did not 
falter through fear of alienating a great 
popularity; and when the «juestioii of 
recognizing the rights of foreign authors 
iu their works was before the country, it 
was lie who insisted that the discussion 
should be kept on the moial ground, ami 
it was lie who made the issue between 
bouesty aud dishonesty clear m a 
quatrain which was better than a 


thousand arguments. His love of country 
was so great tlmt be could not acquiesce 
; in or remain indifferent to tbe things 
I which degrade our public life. He no- 
; liorred the spoils system as every high- 
minded American must; and he abhorred 
every man Who uses the arts of the 
demagogue, the power of the machine, 
or the corrupt instrumentalities of 
“Practical politics.” Ho saw that such 
men defile that ideal of republicanism 
which wo ought to set as a beacon before 
tbo world. , 

Now that the lyre is silent, and the 
voice bushed, and the gracious presence 
vanished from tbo ways of men, this is 
| our first thought of him: that he was a 
i true American, who loved li is country 
beyond praise or blame, and honored her 
with life and art. He helped to clear the 
vision, to erase the stain, to bring neater 
that spiritual America for which we 
wait. In his own person be disproved 
the reproach that America produces only 
average men; that it is the paradise of 
the commonplace. For lie was in all 
things the superior mau; distinction 
marked bis life, bis thought, his spirit, 
aud his work. No oue knew his people 
better, i*»ne honored them more by ap- 
pealing to wliat was best iu them, none 
toved them with a nobler loyalty to 
tutb. He illustrated that lofty 
patriotism which loves one’s country uot 
as against the world, but as one witu tbe 
world; tbe patriotism which in honoring 
its owti honors humanity, and in seeking 
the best for its own compasses all man- 
kind with its deep-liearted beueficeuce. 
“Be proud!’ for she is saved, and all have helped 
to save ! 

She that lifts up the manhood of the poor, 

She of the open soul and open door, 

With room about her hearth for all mankind!” 


Excursion From Pino Farm School. 

The latest outing of the boys of Pine 
Farm School occurred on Tuesday, 25th 
inst., when they made an excursion to 
Plymouth, accompanied by the family. 
The weather of the early morning was 
very unpromising, but with all the eager 
faith tbat marks the season of youth, 
the boys anticipated bright skies farther 
on, nnd actually started for West Newton 
station iu a smart shower But the way 
tbey marched in line was fully as smart 
as the rain. It may be added tbat two 
or three of them who bad accidentally 
injured their feet, were given some two 
hundred yards of a start so that they 
would not fall behind the line of march, 
but they limped along at such a rapid 
pace that they uot only held the lead, 
but increased it, and the others voted by 
a large majority that it would be proper 
next time to start tbe cripples two hun- 
dred yaids behind the rest.

Theu a walk to the 
monument so effectually used up the 
limited time allowed for the stay iu Ply- 
mouth, that the last one to step on board 
for the return trip had ouly a fraction of 
a minute to spate. Well, the best part 
of a visit to Plymouth during dog-aays 
is, after all, the time spent iu “getting 
there” aud returning, for there is as 
much difference between the heat of that 
little towu aud the refreshing cooluess 
of the harbor, as there is between 
Southern California aud Alaska. The 
boys enjoyed it all as none but boys cau 
enjoy a holiday excursion. Two of them 
lost their hats overboard and oue small 
buoy got into the paddle wheel, so that 
the machinery had to be stopped until it 
was fished out, but such trifles only 
added to their fun. It was a musical 
passage, too, for them, for not only was 
there the usual baud on board, but there 
was music in the sea and iu the air, and 
in the hearts of the boys, and they made 
frieuds both by their* auimated render- 
ing of “College Songs,” etc., aud also by 
their cheerful faces aud orderly be- 
haviour.

BOSTON AMUSEMENTS. 


The Crops anti the Tariff. 

To the Editor of the Post:— 

Sir— The Now York Tribune fairly sur- 
passed itself yesterday in an article by 
its vacation editor on free trade heresies. 
First, it got out its phonographic doll, 
known in the < ftice as “Free Trader,” 
and had a good deal of fun making it 
say some true and some false things and 
knocking it down, winding it up with a 
“gag” on poor old McKinley, by the doll, 
who said that his luck was wonderful. 

Then the Tribune took up the present 
boom for American farm products, as 
follows: 

“It is not altogether lucky or merely 
fortunate that this couutry had great 
crops of almost every staple just when 
foreign industries are most depressed. 
The expansion of production at this 
time is not entirely a matter of luck. 
One principal object of tho new tariff 
was to afford better protection to agri- 
culture. It contained now duties for tbe 
oxpress purpose of enabling American 
farmers to secure the home market more 
fully. At the same time it gave them 
assurance of expansion of manufactures 
and establishment of new industries, 
creating a far greater home demand for 
their products. Early last fall, as soon 
as the new tariff went into effect, these 
results were perceived. American farm- 
ers, thus encouraged, increased their 
production in every direction, and so 
rapidly that they might have found rea- 
son to regret it if unusual foreign de- 
mands had not arisen. The encourage- 
ment of industry here was the legitimate 
fruit of a tariff intended for that pur- 
pc Be. ’ 

You see the American farmer could 
undersoil his competitors in the Europe- 
an market; that much was certain ; but 
the danger was that the Europeans might 
undersell him in the American market. 
So the new tariff arranged it so that he 
should be sure of the American market, 
and this so encouraged the simple tniud- 
ed. rustic that he went and planted and 
had the right amount of rain and things, 
and got such a lot of crops that even tho 
home market is not enough, and. he is 
saved from ruin only by the big demand 
of the European market. But if it were 
not for that tariff, it is terrible to think 
bow those subtle Europeans might just 
let him have their market and come over 
here and take his, and then where would 
be be? 

Then, as a wind-up, the suggestion is 
made that when foreigners can “no long- 
er” pay gold for our products they could 
do it by selling American securities, so 
that Americans should own $200,000,000 
in a year more of America.” What is to 
be done when they have sold all they 
hold is not stated; but it will be pretty 
;ood fun on the stock exchange while it 
nsts, and such a help to American hold- 
ers of American securities to have those 
foreigners selling out and* letting them 
have things their own way. Then how 
pleased the South aud West would be to 
have not only no more British capital 
pourffig in and developing their indus- 
tries and booming their real estate, but 
that what has gone in should start and 
sell out at the gentle rate of $200,000,000 
a year and let them have things their 
own way.

McKinley and the Tariff. 

[Springtield Republican.] 

His remarks on the tariff do not place 
him in any different light. Last year he 
held the position that the purpose of the 
new act was to diminish imports and 
give American producers a large share of 
the home market. Now he points to a 
larger foreign trado as a result of the 
law. Then he stated, as chairman of tbe 
ways and means committee, that the 
higher duties were to bring higher prices, 
but be now labors through half a column 
to show that the law has really reduced 
prices. Instead of pointing out how 
generally duties have been increased and 
“protection” accorded, be now seeks to 
bdow how very small and limited are the 
advances of taxes in the law and how 
numerous and extended are the reduc- 
tions. One would couclude from this 
speech that the only articles subjected to 
an increase of duty were champagnes 
aud luxuries aud the agricultural pro- 
ducts of his Ohio auditors— in the one 
case designed to tax consumers all around 
and in the other to raise prices to pro- 
ducers and lower them to consumers. 
He also devotes a few words to faint 
praise of the reciprocity amendment, 
which at the time he was much opposed 
to.

if Major McKinley's opening speech is 
to be taken as tbe key-note of his cam- 
paign, it seems that he is to dismiss the 
matter of low prices for Ohio wool with 
the cavalier remark that “if the duty on 
wool is the cause of depressed prices 
then tho tariff cannot be a tax.” Now 
tins may be a very “smart” thing to say, 
but tbe smile that it will provoke in any 
quarter cau be but 7acuous aud evanes- 
cent. Tbe duty ou wool, eyon though it 
has been followed by lower prices for tho 
domestic product is stilly tax ou those 
who have to buy foreign wool and on all 
people who wear woollen clothing; aud 
to tell the Ohio farmer that the wool 
duty is not a tax would, even if it were 
true, not console him for the failure of 
that duty to put the additional mouey in 
his pocket which was promised him. 

Oue of tbe curiosities of the new 
tariff is noted by the Americau Wool 
Reporter, says the Spriugfield Republi- 
can. If Canadian wool is washed ou the 
sheep’s back aud tbeu shorn the duty ou 
importation into the United States is 12 
cents a pound. But tho water in Canada 
at shearing time is so oold that it is 
cruel to wash the sheep; aud if the wool 
is washed after shearing, although no 
cleauer than by the other method, it is 
subject to a duty of 30 cents a pound, or 
over 100 percent. No wonder the manu- 
facturers turn to rags and shoddy.

Old Church Records Recovered. 

Ex-Governor Charles H. Bell has re- 
stored to the First Congregational church 
of Exeter, N. H., a valuable record book, 
discovered by him in tho shop of a local 
dealer in antiquities. It is a small man- 
uscript volume containing a record of 
the 727 baptisms administered by the 
Rev. Woodbridgo Odlin between Sept. 
28, 1743, and Oct 80, 1763. The book 
also contains a few miscellaneous items, 
of which this is the most important: 

“Nov’r 18, 1755. About four o'clock 
in yo morning there was a smart shocks 
of an earthquake, which was followed 
with several smaller shockes, to the 
great surprise of many. God grant yt 
ye impressions yt were made upon ye 
mindo of many might bo abiding.” 

The handwriting is handsome and 
very legible, and tho book is remarkably 
well preserved. It fills an important gap 
in tho early records of the church, whose 
age is coincident with that of the town. 
—Boston Herald 


fgr. Miller’s Farm Strangely Disappearing. 

The farm of John H. Miller, who lives 
eighteen miles southeast of Sedalia, Mo., 
is alowly being swallowed up in what 
seems to be a huge river flowing beneath 
the surface of the earth. The phenome- 
non was observed first Saturday, when 
Mr. Miller’s family heard a rambling 
noise in the orchard. Investigation re- 
vealed a hole in the ground about six 
feet in diameter and several feet deep, 
with water at the bottom. The rum- 
blings continued, and the hole has been 
constantly enlarging since that time. 

F. P. Clayton visited the spot and 
made a thorough investigation of what 
he terms the most wonderful thing he 
has ever seen. He reports that the cav- 
ity is nearly circular in form, sixteen 
feet in diameter at the top aud tapering 
to ten feet at the water line, which is 
twenty-six feet from the surface. The 
water is twenty-five feet deep aud seems 
to be a flowing river, as sticks thrown 
into it are carried rapidly away by the 
current. The opening is in prairie land, 
not near any spring or body of water. 
Several years ago a farmer in that im- 
mediate neighborhood was driving a 
well, when the tools became detached 
and lost, but it was thought to be mere- 
ly a pocket, and no attention was paid 
to it 

Tho cavity is gradually enlarging, and 
us Mr. Miller’s residence is only Bixty 
feet distant lie is greatly alarmed for the 
safety of his home and family.— Cor. 
Chicago Herald. 

Brother*’ Deutli Strangely Coincident. 

One of the most remarkable coinci- 
dences that it has ever been tho province 
of a newspaper to record comes from the 
lower end of the county. Henry Trarn- 
bauer of Ross township, a few miles 
west of Shickshinny, a farmer, forty-five 
years old, retired at an early hour on 
Sunday night in his usual gewd health, 
and to all outward appearances uever 
felt better iu his life. The next morn- 
ing his wife was horrified by the dis- 
covery of his dead body in bed. He had 
passed quietly away in the night with* 
out a straggle. 

On the same night his brother Wil- 
liam, liviug iu Huulock township, about 
ten miles away, retired hale and hearty. 
He, too, showed no symptoms of illness. 
Nothing iu his demeanor gave the slight- 
est warning of impending dissolution. 
His daughter, not seeiug her father come 
down as usual, called, but received no 
auswer. She went up stairs, when she 
was horror stricken to find him dead on 
the bed. 

The occurrence has created uot a lit- 
tle excitement iu the neighborhood, as 
the men were well knowu in the com- 
munity. No marks of violence could bo 
found on their bodies, and tho general 
belief is that death was due to natural 
causes. Both men were married aud 
each leaves a wife aud family.— Wilkea- 
bam* Record.

Beginning with the 
establishing oi the Boston «fc Albany rail- 
road, he superintend i the mason work on 
the stations erected on tbe line of that rail- 
way, beside erecting a number of large 
bricK buildings and factories in various 
parts of New England. including the vitrol 
works at Waltham in what is kuow a as tiie 
"blenchery” district. During his earlier 
years he a'- cumulated a large amount of 
real estate, and at one time owned large 
tracts of land in the most central portion 
of Newtonville, embracing many acres. 
Brooks avenue, one of the more recently 
laid out streets In this village, was named 
for him. About 25 years ago he entered 
the employ of the town in the capncL/ of 
assistant superintendent of streets, con- 
tinuing iu the position under the city gov- 
ernment. His lime of service in that posi- 
tion covered a period of about 12 years. 
Since that time lie had retired from active 
business, sealing down in his home to 
enjoy the closing hours of his life. He 
had seen many changes in Newton and was 
identified, especially, with the growth and 
prosperity ol Newtonville. lie was a man 
of charitable instincts, a kiud father and 
loving husband and a good c'.lizeo who was 
universally respected and esteem*' 1. A 
daughter, Mrs. Annie E. Dexter, and two 
grandsons, Edward A., and Frauk M. Dex- 
ter, sui v ve him. He leaves also two sisters 
and a brother. The latter. John Brooks, is 
an aged resident of St. John, N. B., am. a 
mau w no has been very prominent iu the 
provinces and for whom tne steamer “John 
Brooks” was named. Tie funeral took 
oiace from the residence of the deceased 
Tuesday afternoon, and was largely at- 
tended.

Judge Bacon has had belore him in 
the Bloomsbury county court an action 
of an unusual character, the subject of 
•dispute being an artificial leg. The cose 
for the plaintiffs was that the defendant, 
Mr. Dearness, a railway clerk, was sup- 
plied by them with an artificial leg, 
the price of which was twenty-five 
pounds, one-half of which was paid 
when the limb was delivered. At 
the time the order was given the de- 
fendant wns suffering a great deal in 
consequence of his having for a long 
time worn a boy’s leg. 

It was alleged that the leg was a bad 
fit, and for that reason he refused to pay 
for it. On cross-examination the plain- 
tiffs denied having guaranteed that the 
leg would last for seven years. The or- 
dinary life of a leg with ordinary wear 
and tear would be some years, but how 
many they could not say. Defendant, 
who appeared in court wearing the leg, 
which he offered through his counsel to 
remove for his honor’s inspection, an 
offer which was not accepted, said the 
limb was of no use to him, as it hurt 
him very much, but he was obliged to 
continue wearing it because he had no 
other. 

He was not a man who could afford a 
new leg every year, and he bought this 
offending limb on the representation 
that he would be able to wear it with 
cojnfort for seven years. Plaintiffs had 
altered it once or twice, but still it was 
very uncomfortable, and he now asked 
to be allowed to give the plaintiffs back 
their leg and to have his thirteen, pounds 
returned. His honor thought the leg 
was a good fit and gave judgment for the 
plaintiffs for the amount claimed, with 
costs.— Pall Mall Gazette. 


About Sunstroke. 

Among probable causes of sunstroke 
are the presence of stagnant atmosphere, 
excess in diet, as tending to retard tissue 
changes, pulmonary oppression by cloth- 
ing with consequent malaeration, great 
physical exhaustion with cardiac fatigue 
and the consumption, even in moderate 
amount, of alcoholic liquors during hot 
weather. The habitual wearing of some- 
what loose porous clothing, by encourag- 
ing perspiration and assisting the re- 
moval of its products, will also contrib- 
ute materially toward the reduction of 
the general temperature. 

It is needful to keep in view the ex- 
treme sensitiveness of the cerebro Bpinal 
nerve centers, especially those of the 
medulla. The means by which protec- 
tion can best be accomplished call for a 
brief notice. Among these may be men- 
tioned the adoption of the familiar white 
veil behind and over the head, the in- 
terposition of a wet white linen cloth 
between head and hat and the effectual 
ventilation of the latter.— London Lan- 
cet. 


A Deer iu a City’s Streets. 

On a recent afternoon a large deer en- 
tered the city and made its way through 
Main street. Men tried to capture it, 
but without success. Finally it was 
headed off in front of the postoffice. The 
animal paused a moment and then 
lumped over the railing of the bridge 
into Kenduskeag river. Ths deer swam 
gracefully up stream, with several par- 
ties iu boats and canoes in hot pursuit. 
They came up with the animal in a short 
time and one party captured it. It was 
thought at first that it hud escaped from 
some deer park, but it was found to be a 
wild animal, and had been seen on the 
outskirts of the city earlier in the day.— 
Bangor Cor. Boston Herald.

Appetite of a Voraclou. Maui. 

In a water trough in front of Sullivan’s 
hotel on Chelton avenne, Germantown, 
there is a block bass that has attracted 
the attention of hundreds of people be- 
cause of his peculiarities and the degree 
of intelligence exhibited on many occa- 
sions. The fish is the only inmate of the 
trough and has occupied it for two years 
to the exclusion of 200 others which had 
been put in it for propagation purposes, 
but the boss lulled them one by one un- 
til the entire number had fallen victims 
to his voracity. He not only killed the 
fish, but ate them. 

He swallows flies by the dozen, which 
the boys of the neighborhood gather for 
him, and the more they give him the 
better he appreciates them. He is fed 
almost daily on cheese, lobsters and 
choice beefsteak, and after he receives 
his morning compliment of the latter he 
rises to the surface and splashes the 
water furiously with his tail. This is 
presumed to be his method of returning 
thanks. 

He also eats mice, and several times 
John Leithead, of Engine 19, has pro- 
vided him with this quality of bait, only 
to be swallowed without any ceremony. 
He likewise eats birds, and hardly a day 
passes that he does not dispose of at least 
two sparrows and two chippies. The 
fact that the feathers are upon the bodies 
of the birds makes little difference to 
him, and it is only when the legs have 
not been removed that he refuses to 
touch them. Otherwise he gulps them 
down with great rapidity. 

Although he measures eighteen inches 
in length and weighs about five pounds 
he causes no trouble to horses at the 
trough, and never has been known to 
molest one of them, excepting Joe Lad- 
ley’s gray mare, and several times he has 
risen out of the water and snapped at 
her while she was drinking.— Philadel- 
phia Times. 


When Your Head Is Off. 

As human curiosity has never been 
satisfied as to the precise moment of 
death in cases of beheading, the account 
of the experiment on a decapitated crim- 
inal by a leading scientist of Lyons is of 
absorbing interest. This time the re- 
sults are more satisfactory than has 
hitherto been the case, the doctor mak- 
ing the following statement with regard 
to the manifestations of cdhsciousnes9 
after the head had been separated from 
the body: That the head, on being sep- 
arated from the body, remains in posses- 
sion of all its faculties, if the hemor- 
rhage does not pass certain limits. The 
proportion of oxygen in the blood is suf- 
ficient for keeping up the nervous func- 
tions for a brief space, never exceeding 
half a minute. That the repeated open- 
ing and closing of the jaws after the 
separation of the head from the body 
are nothing but the reflex action com- 
mon in cases of acute asphyxia.— St. 
Louis Republic. 


Seen During u Shower. 

A phenomenon was presented in the 
electric shower which passed over Lee 
Friday evening. A huge bank of clouds 
advanced rapidly from the northwest, 
the edge rolling and stretching in a 
straight line from northeast to south- 
west until half of the heavens seemed 
covered with a monster blanket, when a 
brilliant fire red light appeared in the 
northwest directly over the upper part 
of the village. Everybody thought it 
was a fire caused by lightning. The ap- 
parent flame grew rapidly, and shone 
upon the black clouds above, and many 
hurried up town. In five minutes it had 
spread to an extent which showed it to 
be a freak of the elements. The shower 
which followed was not severe, and gave 
rise to the explanation by the wise oues 
that the unusual sight was caused by 
’the setting snn shining through a thin 
but compact body of falling water. — 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

Ten Dozen Ilamums for a Cent. 

A lively banana war took place the 
other afternoon between two rival de- 
partment stores on State street, Chicugo. 
Each store had purchased a carload of 
bananas to use in a special bargain sale. 
It was accidental that the purchases 
were made at the same time. One store 
opened out by selling a dozen bananas 
for a cent. The other offered three dozen 
for a cent, and the rivalry waxed hotter, 
until for an hour nice bananas were sold 
at ten dozen for one cent. Both stores 
closed out their stocks. Many fruit ven- 
ders were among the customers at the 
latter part of the sale.— Philadelphia 
Ledger. 

A General Diet a Monk. 

Just thirty years ago General Nicolai, 
son of the well kuowu embassador, and 
whose name was once on everybody’s 
lips in connection with the Russian war, 
mysteriously disappeared. Last week, 
as Father John Louis, he died at Grande 
Chartreuse iu consequence of an acci- 
deut, and it turns out that his cell has 
been given to u nephew of one of the De 
Broglies, who is known as Father Dom 
Charles, and ho had long been believed 
by his former friends of the Jockey 
club to be traveling in the interior of 
Africa.— Buffalo Enquirer.
